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WAR CRIMES BOARD SPLIT 
OVER PROCEDURE OF TRIALS 


Issue Is Over Military, International or Local 
Hearings—Justice Jackson Seeks 
Settlement.

LONDON, May 26 (AP) — A 
secret disagreement within the 
publicity-shy War Crimes Com- 
mission on plans for trial of ac- 
cused Germans was disclosed by 
a responsible informant today on 
the eve of a United States move to 
settle the issue. 

This informant, who cannot be 
identified, said the disagreement 
on procedure among the 16 nations 
of the commission—Russia is not 
a member—was the chief reason 
formal steps have not been taken 
against a number of notorious 
Nazis now in Allied hands, 

The dispute appeared to center 
around th@ question whether the 
accused Germans will be tried be- 
fore a military court or an inter- 
national civil tribunal. The argu- 
ment is complicated by lack of 
Soviet participation in the com- 
mission and by conflicting claims 
of member nations for local trials 
of various Nazi bigwigs. 

An effort to speed an agreement 


—not only between the member 
nations but also between the com- 
mission and -Russia—was under- 
stood to be the immediate objec- 
tive of Supreme Court Justice 
Robert Jackson, special war 
crimes prosecutor for the United 
States, 


Jackson was expected to reach 
London from Paris tomorrow. It 
was understood here that he has 
authority to co-ordinate the work 
of the commission and Allied su- 
preme headquarters which has 
immediate possession of a large 
number of those who may be 
charged with war crimes. 


This lack of co-ordination plus 
the policy disagreement had been 
indicated earlier by a source close 
to the commission who Said that 
the only knowledge it had of the 
identity of prisoners in Allied 
hands had come from the news- 
papers.

GERMANS MAKING 
ONE-MAN U-BOATS 
WHEN WAR ENDED

German submarines which could 
be launched on the high seas from 
a “homing” destroyer were being 
built near here when the war 
ended. 

I visited today a‘ factory with 
assembly lines geared to produce 
100 of the craft a week. The fac- 
tory was concealed in the fishing 
village of Surendorf, 15 miles 
north of Kiel. 

The Germans called the new 
one-man submarines “weasels.” 
They were powered by two sets of 
batteries and had a top speed of 
three knots. Their range was 
about 100 miles, and they were 
supposed to return to the mother 
ship which could haul 20 or more 
on the decks to convoy routes. 

The submarines were 30 feet 
long with a cockpit for the pilot 
enclosed in glass like that used 
ir the noses of American bomb- 
ers. 

The pilot carried an oxygen 
flask on his back. He could sub- 
merge to about 50 feet to escape 
detection, but the craft was de- 
signed primarily to cruise on the 
surface with a_ torpedo slung 
underneath, In trials the sub- 
marine was said to have proved 
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successful but the war ended be- 
fore the Germans had time to 
send it against Allied ships.

CHURCHILL HINTS 
OF BIG 3 MEETING 
BEFORE ELECTION 


Tells Constituents He 
May Be Called Away 
Prior to British Ballot- 
ing July 5. 


LONDON, May 26 (AP)—Prime 
Minister Churchill indicated today 
he might meet with President 
Truman and Premier Stalin be- 
fore the British general election 
July 5. 

In a tour of his constituency 
just outside London, Churchill told 
several meetings he might be 
called away from his campaign for 
re-election to Parliament to parti- 
cipate in a post-European war 
conference of the Big Three. 

“T have informed President Tru- 
man, with whom I am in constant 
and cordial communication,” he 
said at Woodford, ‘‘that the elec- 
tion must not be allowed in any 
way to delay for even a day a 
meeting between the heads of the 
government.”

Hisssales Buried 


Of His Grave 


and All Traces 
Are Obliterated 


LUENBERG, Germany, May 
26 (AP)—The body of Heinrich 
Himmler was returned unceremo- 
niously today to the soil of Ger- 
many which he stained with the 
blood of thousands of victims of 
his Gestapo. 

“Let the worm go to _ the 
worms,” was his only requiem, 
spoken by a British soldier who 
had to dig his secret grave. 

His burial was as summary as 
that of his victims in such con- 
centration camps as Dachau and 
Belsen. In fact, the British tried 
to get a pine coffin such as used 
at Belsen, but they could not find 
one. 

Himmler’s body had lain for 
two days where it fell after he 
took poison Wednesday rather 
than face trial as a war criminal. 

A senior intelligence officer was 


fit to make it as unceremonious 
as possible. 

A major and three sergeants 
were summoned to the villa where 
he took his life. The sergeants 
grabbed the body—still wrapped 
in the gray British army blanket 
Himmler wore when he faced his 
captors—by the head and feet. 


They walked out the door and 
around behind and dumped the 
body into an army truck along- 
side three spades. The burial 
party drove out into some woods 


|—just where, must remain forever 


secret. 

The sergeants spaded out a hole. 
Then they thrust the body into it 
and replaced the earth. They left 
no marker, not even the usual 
tell-tale mound.

Pvt. Alonzo Hall, 22, Negro in- 
fantryman, husband of Mrs.

15, 1944, in Italy and taken to 
Stalag 7A at Moosburg, Germany. 
He said he was hospitalized for 
three months and given excellent 
treatment. After his discharge 
from the hospital, he was sent to 
Munich on a work detail. He 
was assigned to clean up rubble 
resulting from air raids. He was 
liberated when American troops 
reached Landshut, a short dis- 
tance from Munich. 

Pfc. Raymond Garrison, de- 
scribed how an American pris- 
oner was struck on the chin with 
the butt of a rifle by a guard 
after he had left a work detail 
at Landshut, to trade Red Cross 
cigarettes for bread with the 
German civilians. He said the 
American prisoners at Landshut 
were compelled to repair bomb 
damage when the bombs were 
still falling. The Americans were 
given no dressings for injuries 
suffered from falling debris. Pfc 
Garrison, 28, infantryman, lives 
at 2622 North Prairie avenue. 


Pvt. Bert T. Bradburn, a medi- 
cal corpsman, said he was cap-’ 
tured in Italy and taken to Moss- 
burg. He said they were forced 
to walk at least two weeks on the 
way into Germany. When the 
prisoners said they were getting 
insufficient food, they were told 
that the food trucks had become 
lost, At one time, they did a 
forced march of nine miles with- 
out any stops. He said, “We would 
have looked like Russian prison- 
ers if it hadn’t been for the Red 
Cross packages.” Pvt. Bradburn 
lives at 3824 Virginia avenue. 

Capt. Charles M. Shaw, naviga- 
tor of a bomber based in England, 
was captured Oct. 9, 1943, when he 
parachuted from his flak-riddled 
plane. He said farmers seized him 
and carried him into the town of 
Anklam, where at a “mock” trial 
civilians sentenced him to be 
hanged. 

Rescued by Luftwaffe officers, 
he was taken to an interrogation 
center for questioning, and then 
sent to a camp at Sagan, Silesia, 
where he remained for 18 months. 
He said he was not mistreated at 
the camp, but he saw Russian 
and Polish prisoners of war 
doused with hot water and left to 
freeze to death in sub-zero tem- 
peratures. 

To evade the advancing Rus- 
sians, the prisoners last January 
were marched 500 miles to Moos- 
burg. From this camp Capt. Shaw 
escaped to the safety of Allied 
lines, 

Capt. Shaw, 23 years old, is the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Charles A. 
Shaw and the husband of Mrs. 
Joyce Shaw, all of whom live at 
7500 Wydown boulevard, Clayton.

HEADQUARTERS TWENTY-

—The B-29 lost over Tokyo in 
today’s raid fought one of the 
most gallant battles the _ sub- 
stratosphere has ever seen and 
took 11 Japanese planes down 
with it in flaming ruins, 
Rammed and virtually disem- 
boweled by a Tony twin-engine 
fighter at an altitude of approxi- 
mately six miles, 1500 miles from 
its Saipan base, the Superfortress 
suffered two more collisions with 
‘Tonys before crashing in Tokye 
Bay.

Hard Time in Placing 


Blame—Murray Assails |# 


Blunderings.

WASHINGTON, May 26.—If the 


coffee sugar gets down to the) 


last spoonful, and for the fall can- 
ming there is none at all, the 
housewife will want to know the 
reason why. In the present state 
of confused information she would 
have a hard time placing the 
blame. 

The current sugar’ shortage 
scare yesterday brought from 
Senator James E. Murray (Dem.), 
Montana, speaking as chairman 
of the Senate’s Small Business 
Committee, the assertion that the 
dwindling of the supply was due 
to “mismanagement, shortsighted- 
ness and repeated blunderings” on 
the part of certain Federal 
agencies. He accused the War 


Production Board, Foreign Eco- 
nomic Administration, 


Departments of Agriculture, State, 
War and Navy of having been 
“extremely reckless” in handling 
sugar. 


It is not alone the housewife 
who is due for a sugar shock. 
Industrial users of sugar are be- 
ing told through the press that 
in the second half of this year 
they may have to take a cut of 50 
per cent in their allotment. This 
is on the basis of the alarming 
report filed last Monday by Repre- 
sentative Clinton P. Anderson as 
chairman of the House Special 
Committee to Investigate Food 
Shortages. Already the baking 
industry, with 30,000 units, large 
and small, has been warned by 


its national trade association to/|P 


reduce its consumption of sugar 
to 55 per cent of the volume used 
in the corresponding period of 
1941. 


Murray’s attack on sugar 
bungling was in a letter to Ander- 
son, who is to be the new Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, and in that 
capacity will take over the War 
Food Administration and other- 
wise will have high responsibility 
for doing something about food 
shortages. 


Full Review Urged. 


Allocations of the limited sugar 
supply for the second half of the 
year, about to be announced, 
; should be held up, Murray advised 
Anderson, uptil there is a full re- 
_view of the problem in the light 
of victory in Europe and other 
changed circumstances. 

Although the Anderson report 
did not clear up the sugar prob- 
lem, it did throw light on what 
has been happening to the supply. 

There was too easy a feeling 
about sugar last year, the report 
said, with the result that the 
civilian population used about 800,- 
000 tons more sugar than the 
WFA, the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration and other controlling agen- 
cies had counted on. Over half of 
this went to industrial consumers 
through miscalculations and the 
remainder to home canners. It 
_had been calculated that home 
_@anners should have 750,000 tons; 
_ they got 1,100,000 tons. The dis- 
appearance of this 800,000 tons cut 
_ Severely into the reserve stocks. 

Then there was the diversion 
last year of 900,000 tons of Cuban 
sugar to the production of alcohol 
for synthetic rubber. This was an 
emergency program, not necessary 
this year because grain is now be- 
ing used for synthetic rubber al- 
cohol. 

The loss of the Philippines de- 
prived us of a million tons of 
sugar a year, about one seventh 
of our norma] consumption, the 
Anderson report said. At the same 
time labor shortage and use of 
land for other foods reduced the 
domestic production of cane and 
beet sugar from 1,500,000 tons to 
one million tons a year. 

Cuban Buying Too Short. 

The report criticised the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation for 
contracting for too little sugar 
from Cuban growers in 1943 and 
1944, and for a provision in the 
Cuban agreement which limited 
that country’s 1943 production to 
3,225,000 tons. Also, the report 
said, failure of the Defense Sup- 
plies Corporation to purchase the 
1943 Cuban crop of blackstrap mo- 
Jasses, which could have been used 
for alcohol, deprived this country 
of the equivalent of 450,000 tons 
of sugar. The report said the 
failure to buy the blackstrap was 
due to the Defense Supplies Cor- 
poration’s refusal to pay more 
than 6 cents a gallon, when the 
OPA ceiling price in the United 
States was 18% cents a gallon. 

Last year actual sugar consump- 
tion for the civilian population 
and for the armed forces was 
7,125,400 tons, of which 970,000 
tons went to the military forces, 

At the very best, the Anderson 
committee said, the supply this 
year will be only 6,221,000 tons, 
but the allotment for the military 
services has been increased to 1,- 
221,000 tons, which the committee 
calculated was 220 pounds per cap- 
ita, compared with 708 pounds 
per capita which will be available 
to the civilian population out of 
its five million tons.

Industrial users may expect not 
more than two million tons, com- 
pared with three million in 1941 
and 2,400,000 last year. The baking 
industry, promised only 600,000 | 
tons, compared with 640,000 last 
year and 800,000 in 1941, has be- 
come alarmed. Its output has in- 
creased to 45 per cent above 1941, 
largely because s0 many women 
are doing war work and have no 
time for home baking. Another 
reason is that housewives buy 
their bread and cakes and pies to | 
avoid using up their own rations 
of sugar and fats for these prod- 
ucts. The baking industry has had 
to stretch out its formulas, de- 
basing its products to the ‘extent 
that it fears any further stretch- 
ing will cause the public to refuse 
to accept the products. This could 
mean thousands of small estab- 
lishments going out of business. 


The bottled beverage and soft- 
drink industry is expected to get 
585,000 tons of sugar this year, 
compared with 720,000 last year 
and 900,000 in 1941, taking a sharp- 
er cut than the baking industry. 
The candy industry is «promised 
455,000 tons, compared with 560,- 
000 last year and 700,000 in 1941. 
Ice cream is down to 140,000 tons, 
compared with 160,000 and 200,- 
000. Miscellaneous rationed users 
are to get 260,000 tons, against 
320,000 last year and 400,000 in

UNION FLECTRIG PAYS 


$107,702 IN TAX SUIT 


Admits Owning Subsidiary’s 
Bond, Posted as Collateral 
in 1937 Blunder. 


Union Electric Co. of Missouri 
has settled for $107,752 a tax claim 
for $602,800 and penalties which 
arose from a financial blunder of 
the utility’s former management 
in 1937, the Post-Dispatch learned 
yesterday. 

The company admitted, and 
Circuit Judge William 8. Connor 


held that it owned a 22-million- 
dollar mortgage bond issued by its 
wholly-owned subsidiary, Union 
Electric Co. of Illinois. This con- 
stituted a victory for the city, as 
previously Union of Missouri had 
contended the bond was owned by 
St. Louis Union Trust Co., with 
which it was posted as a sort of 
secondary security on the mort- 
gage of Union of Missouri. 
However, the city yielded on the 
basis of valuation, agreeing to a 
tax on 12% per cent of the bond’s 
face value, rather than full value. 
The Court held that the rule and 
practice of the Assessor and City 
Board of Equalization was to levy 
on not more than 12% per cent of 
the value of personal property 


| held by trustees. 


Brief Tria] Held. 
A brief formal trial was held 


‘last week, after the decision to 
‘compromise was made. 


The de- 
cree was handed down in a suit 
by the collector of revenue against 
Union of Missouri; the company 
had filed suit the last day of 1941 
to enjoin collection. 

Under the decision, payment 
was made to the collector at once. 
The basis tax paid on the bond, 
for the benefit of the city, state 
and schools, was $75,350, compared 
with the $602,800 originally levied. 

The Union of Illinois bond—a 
single instrument, not a ‘series of 
bonds like those for public invest- 
ment—was issued in connection 
with a 1937 refinancing by Union 
of Missouri. Out of an issue of 
95 million dollars in bonds and 
notes by Union of Missouri, 22 
million went to the Illinois sub- 
sidiary—18 million for refinancing 
its own securities at a lower in- 
terest rate and four million 
for power plant construction. The 
Illinois bond was made payable 
to the trust company as trustee 
and was deposited with it as an 
added security to the parent cor- 
poration’s 80-million bond issue. 


Substitution of Collateral. 


After the bond was assessed for 
1941 city taxes, Union of Missouri 
decided on a plan to avoid this 
tax liability. This was the substi- 
tution of a block of Union of Illi- 
nois common stock, of the same 
face value as the bond. When this 
Plan was about ready for execu- 
tion, a decree was handed down in 
Circuit Court at St. Charles find- 
ing Union of Missouri guilty of 
corrupt practices in the use of its 
secret $600,000 political slush fund 
under the management of Presi- 
dent Louis H. Egan and Executive 
Vice-President Frank J. Boehm. 
A $175,000 fine was imposed, as an 
alternative to revocation of the 
company’s state charter. 


The company paid the fine, in 
time to avoid impairment of the 
new securities, and substituted the 
stock for the bond in time to keep 
the bond from being assessed for

WAR JOBS AWAIT 
THOSE LAID OF 
“AT PLANE PLANT 


14,000 Workers Needed 
in Area, With Curtiss- 
Wright to Release Many 
of Its 11,000. 


Thousands of war jobs still 
available in St. Louis will absorb 
the “substantial number” of Cur- 


tiss-Wright Corporation workers 
who will be laid off as soon as the 
company receives official con- 
firmation of a 17,000-plane cutback 
announced Friday night by the 
Army Air Forces, J. C. Hogan, as- 
sistant to the Area War Manpower 
commissioner, said yesterday. 

“I am sure that the United 
States Employment Service — by 
way of referral to essential war 
industry—will be able to take care 
of all Curtiss-Wright employes re- 
leased in the near future,” Hogan 
said. ‘Approximately 14,000 war 
workers are needed in this area. 
Those released can be referred at 
once to other war jobs.” Curtiss- 
Wright employs more than 11,000 
in St. Louis, 

In Kansas City, the labor-man- 
agement advisory committee of 
the regional WMC recommended 
retaining priority referrals, em- 
ploye ceilings and other controls 
to keep labor where it is most 
needed. The region includes Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Oklahoma and Ar- 
kansas. 

Ed McDonald, regional War 
Manpower Commissioner, said 
many thousand more workers will 
be needed to fill immediate re- 
quirements of war plants in the 
region. Naval ammunition pro- 
duction is being increased at 
many plants, jncluding the Mc- 
Quay-Norris Manufacturing Co. 
plant at Forest Park avenue and 
Sarah street, he said.

OLLOWERS of the Cardi- 
F nals have become s0 accus- 

tomed to seeing Redbird 
stars depart through the years 
that a transaction involving a 
first-line member of the squad 
causes scarcely a ripple and vir- 
tually not a word of protest. 
You would expect Pro Bono 
Publico, Vox Populi and Beo- 
wulf Q. Phan to swing into ac- 
tion over a deal sending Morton 
Cooper away, but we haven't 
heard one squawk.

They threatened to boy- 
cott the Cardinals back in 1926 
when Sam swapped Rogers 
Hornsby to the Giants for 
Frankie Frisch and Jimmy Ring. 
But the turnstiles clicked mer- 
rily as Frisch had the best year 
in his career in 1927. Breadon 
discovered that loud and unusu- 
al noises from the customers de- 
noted merely keen interest.

ANY political observers were 
M surprised when Acting Secre-

T cxoioyment has been pushed sharply 

into the forefront by the swift military 
developments of the last few weeks. It is 
scheduled for extensive and most serious de- 
bate in hearings to be held soon on the Mur- 
ray full employment bill (S. 380) before 
the Senate Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency, 
A premise of the Murray bill is that the 


Federal Government holds in its hands the’ 


power to sustain a volume of production 
which would assure that all who are able 
and wish to work may find jobs or self- 
employment on conditions compatible with 
a high standard of living. 


There will be no one to dispute that ‘full 
employment” is a desirable goal. The con- 
troversy will come over definition of the 
term and the methods proposed or likely to 
be utilized to achieve the goal according to 
standards which may be set up. Already the 
alarm has been sounded against ‘“‘totali- 
tarianism’”’ at the end of the road. 


Supporters of the bill have taken up the 
cry, echoed from last year’s presidential cam- 
paigm, of ‘‘60 million jobs,’’ which has been 
sharply criticised by some who say it is 
nothing more than a political slogan. The 
man who works on his own farm or operates 
his own little cigar store obviously is a job- 
holder under the broad concept of this term.

The implications 
of this will be examined in more detail later. 

Author of the full employment bill is 
Senator James E. Murray of Montana, who 
also is sponsor of the pending Missouri Val- 
ley Authority bill. Joining with Senator 
Murray in sponsoring the full employment 
measure are Senators Robert F. Wagner of 
New York, Elbert D. Thomas of Utah and 
Joseph C. O’Mahoney of Wyoming. All are 
Democrats. Senator Wagner is chairman of 
the committee which will hold the hearings. 
The same bill has been introduced in the 
House by Representative Wright Patman 
(Dem.) of Texas. 

Enactment of this measure would estab- 
lish as national policy that, ‘‘All Americans 
able to work and seeking work have the 
right to useful, remunerative, regular and 
full time employment,” and would provide 
for certain steps to be taken in the further- 
ance of that policy. How effective these 
steps would be has been and will be debated. 

The bill declares also that this is the pol- 
icy of the United States: ‘“‘To assure the 
existence at.all time of sufficient employ- 
ment opportunities to enable all Americans 
who have finished their schooling and who 
do not have full time housekeeping re- 
sponsibilities freely to exercise this right’’— 
that is, the right to a job. 


Responsibilities That 

Would Fall on Government. 

An assumption in the bill is that a certain 
volume of production, that is, output of 
goods and services, will provide employment 
opportunities for all who want to work. 
The physical volume related to the price 
level gives the national product in terms of 
dollars, Presumably full employment means 
that there are enough persons sharing equit- 
ably in the distribution of this product to 
make certain that the whole population has 
food, clothing, shelter and the extras which 
are included in a desirable standard of 
living. 

These two responsibilities would be recog- 
nized as falling on the Federal Government: 

1. To pursue such consistent and openly 
arrived at economic policies and programs 
as will stimulate and encourage the highest 
feasible levels of employment opportunities 
through private and other non-Federal in- 
vestment and expenditure, 

2. To the extent that continuing full em- 
ployment cannot otherwise be achieved . 
to provide such volume of Federal’ invest- 
ment and expenditure.as may be needed to 
assure continuing full employment. 

The first of these two declarations means 
that the Federal Government should en-

ernmental units to make the expenditures 
and investments which are needed for full 
employment; the second means that if there 
still is not enough work the Federal Govern- 
ment must itself spend and invest more, 

A broad field of activity would be open 
to the Federal Government in case addi- 
tional Federal investment and expenditure 
were required in order to maintain employ- 
ment at the full stage. Developments 
through river valley authorities in particu- 
lar could be made to provide extensive em- 
ployment on huge construction projects, but 
also would greé@atly stimulate and encourage 
private enterprise. Public projects, how- 
ever, would not necessarily be in the nature 
of construction. They could be in the field 
of public health, scientific research, and the 
like, giving work opportunities other than 
at manual labor. New public buildings, 
highways and airports are examples of public 
works which could be prosecuted by the 
Federal Government in co-operation with 
states and municipalities, or independently. 


Principle in Proposed 
Legislation Is Not New. 


The principle involved in the Murray bill 
is not new. For years it has been urged 
that when industrial and general business 
activities slackened the Federal Government 
(as well as other governmental units) should 
have in readiness a backlog of public works, 
the expenditures for which would inject new 
life into the business stream. Public ex- 
penditures, largely Federal, were the princi- 
pal weapon directed against the big depres- 
sion in the early. days. 

To avoid the criticism that was raised 
against the “leaf raking’’ and ‘‘boondog- 
gling’’ depression expenditures of the Fed- 
eral Government, the full employment Dill 
would require that any Federal public works 
program designed to aid in filling out full

Southeastern Europe. 


Let us begin with southeastern 
Europe, and with the very con- 
flict that produced Grew’s state- 
ment. There is, first, the city 
and harbor of Trieste and sgur- 
rounding Italian province of 
Venezia Giulia. The city is largely 


Italian, the rural area is settled 
by Slovenes; thus, the territory is 
claimed by both Italy and Yugo- 
slavia. But there also exists an- 
other solution, originating with 
Britain, to make the city a free 
state with a free port, similar to 
the status of Danzig between the 
two world wars. 

But the northeastern frontiers 
of Italy present another problem. 
There is the old Austrian province 
of South Tyrol, called by the 
Italians Alto Adige, and populated 
giostly by Austrians, 

After the first World War this 
province came to Italy. Hitler and 
Mussolini agreed to transfer its 
German population to the Reich, 
but it is not clear how many of 
the old population still remain. 
That is a second territorial thorn. 

A third is the city and harbor 
of Fiume, together with some 
islands in the northern part of 
the Adriatic Sea. Fiume ‘was “con- 
quered” by Gabriele D’Annunzio 
in a coup d’etat after the first 
World War. Fiume and the islands 
are now claimed by Yugoslavia. 

A fourth problem also concerns 
Yugoslavia, centering around the

Franco Is Poison 


If the United Nations should carry out the 
plea of the French Assembly’s Foreign Affairs 
Committee to break Franco’s power in Spain, 
they would only be destroying one who is our 
enemy in the same sense as Antonescu and Laval, 
Tiso and Quisling, but on a more vicious and 
more protracted scale, 

Though the Western democracies could not 
see it at the time, it is now clear that Franco, 
with material aid from Hitler and Mussolini, was 
our enemy in the Spanish rebellion, the first 


- campaign in the European war. His subsequent 


“neutrality” is an obscene legalism fabricated by 
Hitler because it was more useful to him at the 
time than overt belligetency. Under that mock- 
ing status, Franco gave the Axis every aid he 
could, including troops and a convenient base 


.\for Axis spies and saboteurs. 


Because Franco is the creature of Hitler and 
Mussolini, the usual arguments against meddling 
in any nation’s internal business are weak. Cer- 
tainly any measure to oust him would gratify 
that majority of Spaniards who founded and 
gallantly defended their Republic. With even a 
little outside aid, they could destroy him. Even 
our repudiating him and recognizing a Spanish 
Republican Government-in-Exile would greatly 
weaken the Caudfllo’s grasp. 

Spain under Fascism is a menace to tomor- 
row’s peace. The French, and everyone else, 
may well suspect Franco of giving asylum to 
war criminals. Prudence will perhaps dictate 
that he turn Laval over to France, but that is 
no guarantee that he is not secreting other in- 
ternational felons and their loot. 

Yet the great powers, excepting Russia, treat 
Franco as the legitimate Government of Spain. 
That comes partly from the Churchill policy of 
playing ball with the “ins.” It comes partly 
from Latin American sympathy with the His- 
panidad movement, which Franco fosters for his 
own protection. There is a short answer to 
both. 

Because Spain is a spawning bed for future 
wars while Franco stands, let Churchill for once 
be overruled. He does not represent world dem- 
ocratic sentiment. In fact, his frolicking with 
Franco is one reason the Opposition has broken 
up his war Government. 

Argentina’s neighbors got Argentina admit- 
ted to the United Nations. France, Franco’s 
neighbor, wants to see him overthrown. So does 
Russia. If the one wish be fulfilled, how shall 
the other be denied? 

The difference between the two cases is this: 
as an act of grace toward Latin American sen- 
timent, the world has gambled that Argentina 
can still be reformed from within. Though that 
chance could be brighter, the chance of reform in 
Spain with Franco in power is nil. 

As in the Polish question, this country’s in- 
fluence is considerable. Under the unfortunate 
counsel of a few Robert Murphys and James 
Dunns, we can go on truckling to Franco and 
take the consequagces. Or we can join with 
Russia, France, Mexico and the others who favor 
cleaning out the source of infection. It is not 
the easiest path at the moment, but it is the 
straight one.,

It is a very long whoop and holler from the 
day of Jake Lindsey back to the day of Billy 
Mitchell, when an Army man couldn’t speak any 
part of the truth as he saw it without running 
into all sorts of trouble and perhaps being cash- 
iered for his pains. We hope that, within the 
bounds of real discipline—not the phony dis- 
cipline that would only cloak error and inept- 
ness—the United States Army of the future will 
be able to speak out in meeting. 
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An advertiser, seeking the service of a young 
woman for a knife-thrower to throw knives at, 
promises “an excellent chance for advancement.” 
Yeah; right straight upward. 
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For Repeal of the Johnson Act 


President Truman’s recent statement urging 
repeal of the Johnson Act, which prohibits 
United States Government loans to nations which 
are in default on debts due us from World 
War I, should energize Congress into eliminating 
this blunder of 1934. 

The California isolationist got it on the statute 
books to punish European governments which 
had not been able to keep up interest or prin- 
cipal payments during the depression. Even at 
the time it was enacted, its chief effect was to 
harm the revival of our export trade. There 
can be little question but what its continuance 
would hamper us badly in performing our essen- 
tial tasks in helping rebuild liberated countries 
after the war. 

The Russian situation illustrates the evil pos- 
sibilities of this statute. When the Lenin Gov- 
ernment replaced the Romanoffs in the fall of 
1917, it refused to assume the Czarist debt, 
though it agreed to pay for American goods 
warehoused at Vladivostok. There was little 
more reason for the new Soviet Government to 
shoulder the imperial bonds than for the United 
States Government to have undertaken to pay 
off British holders of Confederate securities. 

One of the most important markets for Amer- 
ican manufacturers after the war is in the re- 
building of Russia, whicii has been trying to 
find a basis for long-term credit under which 
to purchase up to six billion dollars’ worth of 
American industrial plants and machinery. The 
Johnson Act would make any such arrangement 
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illegal, so long as Stalin did not pay the faded 
bonds of Nicholas II. And this is only one un- 
fortunate result of this law. It ought to be re- 
pealed at once. 
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Wrong Way to Aid Congressmen 

The Senate Appropriations Corhmittee made 
a mistake in overriding Senator O’Mahoney’s pro- 
test against the $2500 tax-free expense fund for 
members of Congress. It has now reported the 
House bill favorably, and has amended it to in- 
clude the Senators. The fault is not in providing 
more money for the members of the. national 
legislature—it is the way the thing was done. 

Every report on the organizational infirmities 
of Congress dwells upon the way members are 
unjustly burdened with expenses which private 
businesses meet for their employes, but which 
Uncle Sam makes his board of directors pay out 
of their own pockets, It is part of a Congress- 
man’s duty to keep in touch with his district by 
frequent and expensive trips, telephone calls, 
buying lunches and dinners for visiting firemen 
and other drains from the pocket that keep most 
Congressmen broke. But it is also a part of a 
Congressman’s duty to make the remedy only 
one item of a general reorganization of the meth- 
ods and machinery of Capitol Hill. 

A Joint Committee on the Reorganization of 
Congress has been holding hearings. Major con- 
structive suggestions are before it, and there is 
no reason why intelligent readjustment of the 
expense problem should not be an item of one 
big plan for a better Congress. But the way the 
House members went at the job, as T. R. B. puts 
it in the New Republic, was about as shabby and 
unsatisfactory as could have been contrived: 


They carefully avoided a roll-call vote, 
made the increase tax-free, defied the un- 
written rule that legislators should not in- 
crease salaries of incumbents and actually 
made the boost retroactive to last January, 
linked the higher stipend to no internal pro- 
cedural reform, and finally pushed the whole 
thing through with a haste that was almost 
amusing. They did it, furthermore, at a 
time when 3,000,000 Federal workers are 
asking higher wages, when the Little Steel 
formula is under attack and when the whole 
issue of inflation is in doubt. 


Such sins of commission and omission could 
not but leave a bad taste in the mouths of those 
who want to see Congress do a better job, and 
be better rewarded for doing so. The inade- 
quacy of its members’ salaries should be rem- 
edied, but in a just and honorable way. 
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Hoover Can Help 

President Truman is wise in inviting ex-Presi- 
dent Hoover to confer at the White House tomor- 
row on the food situation in Europe. 

Whatever may have been Mr. Hoover’s inepti- 
tudes as Secretary of Commerce and blunders as 
chief executive, his experience in Belgian and 
Russian relief during the last war and his serv- 
ice as Food Administrator for Woodrow Wilson 
have given him knowledge and judgment on 


_world food problems which should be of aid in 


the crisis that confronts America and Europe to- 
day. The President needs to mobilize the coun- 
try’s best thinking and planning on this vital 
subject, and Mr. Hoover can help. 
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Why the Secrecy on War Criminals? 

Intelligent discussion of the rising demand for 
certain and drastic punishment of the German 
war criminals is handicapped by the absence of 
one important fact: the number of persons in the 
various groups of those who planned and did the 
murdering, torturing and starving of military and 
civilian prisoners. 

For some unfathomable reason, Army author- 
ities consider the figures on General Staff, Ges- 
tapo and SS membership to be “top secrets.” 
There are plenty of hints and guarded com- 
ments. They range from the Army statement 
that the General Staff had between 2000 and 
3000 officers to the Polish estimate that the list 
of possible war criminals will run as high as 
2,500,000. 

Military security can’t be involved. The war 
in Europe is over and the criminals are being 
rounded up. The Army certainly has detailed 
information; otherwise it would say, “We don’t 
know,” instead of insisting the matter is secret. 

Why should it be secret? Aren’t the Ameri- 
can people entitled. to definite information, in 
order to have a clear understanding of the mur- 
der camps and the war criminals’ trials? A vig- 
orous public opinion is required to back up pub- 
lic officials in the long, difficult task of captur- 
ing, trying and punishing the criminals. The 
Army undoubtedly wants to develop such sup- 
port, but it‘is handicapping itself by being secre- 
tive about the basic figures. 

We urge the Army to release this information, 
in the interest of helping justice and so helping 
avert World War III. 

Germans and Italians who were applauding the 
Nazis and Fascists only a year or two ago now 
denounce them as criminals. They committed 
the unpardonable crime of losing. 
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A New Aid to Rail Safety 


If the electric alarm system which the Pull- 
man-Standard Co. has developed will do what 
its developers say it will do—give warning of 
overheated bearings on a train long before trou- 
ble occurs—it or something provably as good 
should be made required equipment on the rail- 
roads. 

The bearing is the mechanism in which the 
axle of the wheel revolves. When a bearing 
burns out, the axle snaps, the wheel stops mov- 
ing, and against the suddenly inert wheel the 
train piles up—at a speed of as much as 90 to 
100 miles an hour. It was an axle broken by 
overheating—a hot-box—that caused the ghastly 
wreck of the Pennsylvania Railroad’s Congres- 
sional Limited in Philadelphia over the 1943 La- 
bor day week end. That was a disaster in which 
80 persons lost their lives. 

Hot-boxes have cost many other lives over a 
period of many years. They are one of the weak 
spots in railroad transportation. We think it is 
the duty of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to investigate Pullman-Standard’s alarm 
system, and, if it will do the job, to require its 
universal use.

Show Them, a Pacifist Says 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As “another pacifist,” I am afraid I shall 
have to agree with your editorial of Wednes- 
day that the letter over four signatures 
against showing atrocity films IS an ex- 
ample of muddle-headed thinking. 

I cannot conceive any method of showing 
these atrocities which could compel the 
spectators to say to themselves that this 
must be a warning against Fascism and 
not a stimulation of hatred, Naturally, 
neither a pacifist nor anybody else likes to 
have it proved that human beings can sink 
to the bestial level of the Schutzstaffel. 
But inasmuch as the commonest criticism 
of us non-violent resisters is that we are 
not realists, it is we more than any others 
Who should see these films—which, how- 
ever reluctantly, we must admit are au- 
thentic. 

Whether the ultimate reaction is to be 
vindictiveness or a constructive drive for 
“re-education and reconciliation” depends 
on the make-up of those seeing the film. 
There is no question that among our Gen- 
erals ag well as among our non-violent re- 
sisters, there is evident a far more con- 
structive and far less vindictive attitude 
than we had any right to expect. It is for 
us to face the facts and then resolutely to 
fan the flame of the lux benigna, even 
though it be but a candle burning in the 
dark.

“Surrender on Demand,’ by Varian Fry. (Random 

House, New York.) 

Varian Fry wag handed a unique assign- 
ment in 1940. He was employed by a com- 
mittee of Americans and sent to France to 
organize an underground railway. Many 
amateurs have done such work and have 
told their stories (Etta Shiber and her 
book, “Paris Underground” are a good ex- 
ample), but Mr. Fry’s exploit was different. 
Though his work had to be secret, it was 
deliberate; though it was illegal, it had to 
be efficient. The fact that he sent more 
than a thousand refugees across the At- 


‘ lantic is proof of his success in this un- 


usual occupation. 

It was the purpose of the Emergency Res- 
cue Committee to remove from Hitler's 
grasp the outspoken opponents of Nazism, 
particularly men of genius. So Mr. Fry’s 
clients included such notable people as 
Franz Werfel, Lion Feuchtwanger and 
Heinrich Mann, brother of the great novel- 
ist Thomag Mann,

To get them safely to America was no 
small task. Sometimes Mr. Fry’s first head- 
ache was to get his charges merely to Mar- 
seille, for most of them were in hiding and 
could not be found easily. Then came the 
difficulty of obtaining exit visas, since 
France was bound by the armistice to “sur- 
render on demand” anyone the German 
Government might name, After getting 
illegal passports that looked legal, Mr. Fry 
was then confronted with the staggering 
problem of finding transportation, 

Nor was that all. Even if these techni- 
cal difficulties were solved, personalities 
and human frailties were still a factor. One 
refugee wag reluctant to travel on Friday 
the thirteenth. Some hesitated to leave 
their art collections and old wines. Others 
refused to sail because they could not have 
comfortable accommodations aboard ship. 
Usually Mr. Fry’s pep talks sent these ir- 
resolute souls on their way, but at least two 
procrastinated until their whims cost their 
lives, 

. s « 

An episode of general interest is the ac- 
count of Marsha! Petain’s visit to Marseille. 
Preparation for this triumphant occasion 
consisted chiefly of filling the jails, pris- 
ons, theaters and even docked ships with 
the residents of the city. Mr. Fry and his 
staff spent four days under arrest on the 
S. S. Sinai, and in all 20,000 persons were 
thus prevented from attending the parade 
of the Marshal and his Garde Petain. As 
soon as he was on his way back to Vichy, 
all were released and the Rescue Commit- 
tee resumed work. 

Perhaps someone else could make of Mr. 
Fry’s adventures a more dramatic story 
than he writes. But in the performance of 
his task—that of saving the intellectual 
leaders Of Europe from the Nazis—he could 
hardly have been excelled. His employers 
and other Americans now will read his re- 
port with interest and with satisfaction.

Our 
bombing prevented the V-1 from 
being a truly dangerous threat to 
us. If the Germans had got it 
going on a larger scale before D- 
Day, we would have been troubled 
deeply.

Russia Is European Democracies 
‘Truest Protector, Pravda Says 


Communist Writer Assails Some American 
and British Newspapers, Defends Soviet 
Approach to International Problems.

‘ MOSCOW, May 26 (AP). 


OMMUNIST writer David Zaslavsky, in a sharply-worded attack 
on sections of the British and American press, declared today 
that the democratic states of Europe had found their “truest 


and strongest protector” in the Soviet Union. 


Defending Russia’s approach to 
international problems as com- 
pared to so-called “western meth- 
ods,” Zaslavsky took issue with 
articles in the British Yorkshire 
Post, the Australian Sidney Mir- 
ror and with the handling by some 
American reporters of activities of 
the Soviet delegation to the San 
Francisco conference. 

Writing in the Communist organ 
Pravda, Zaslavsky predicated his 
article on a declaration that the 
Allies can achieve understanding 
but said any failure to reach such 
harmony now was because the 
western Allies did not understand 
or would not acknowledge the 
Russian methods. 

He quoted the Yorkshire Post 
as saying that relative misunder- 


standings among the Allies were: 


the result of “insufficient under- 
standing of western methods 
which the Russians sometimes dis- 
play as a result of the policies of 
Lenin as opposed to the policies 
of Peter the Great for rapproche- 
ment with the West.” 


| ‘Out-of-Date Parallel.’ 


“We agree with the Post that 
the main interests of the great 
Allied powers are to create the 
possibility of mutual understand- 
ing in the struggle against Fasc- 
ism,” Zaslavsky said. 

‘At the same time, we fear this 
English paper blocks the route to 
understanding by turning to an 
out-of-date historic parallel.” 

Asserting the Post was mis- 
leading in raising the question of 
“western and eastern” methods of 
approaching world problems, Zas- 
lavsky said: 

“The Post supposes the Russian 
people do not possess a sufficient 
understanding of western meth- 
ods. But, no, we are sufficiently 
acquainted with the different wes- 
tern methods.” 

Referring to the prewar Munich 
days, he said: 

“Before the war the guiding 
‘western method’ of English for- 
eign policy was a policy which 
consisted in pitting all western 
Europe against the Soviet Union 
and in an artificially hostile iso- 
lation,of the Soviet Union. 


“This ‘western method’ was 
tagged with the name Munich. It 
is known what it led to—to the 
greatest catastrophe in Europe 
and one which almost ruined Eng- 
land.” 


New ‘Western Method.’ 


The Russian writer said that 
with the passing of time this Mu- 
nich policy was displaced by an- 
other “western method” which 
found expression in the Anglo- 
Soviet treaty and in a coalition of 
the great powers. 

Asking whether’ the Post 
thought what it called the “west- 
ern method” referred to democ- 
racy and equal rights for all peo- 
ple, Zaslavsky said that if so, then 
the Soviet population knew that 
in the Soviet Union had been rea- 
lized the highest form of democ- 
racy. 

“The democratic’ states of 
Europe have found their truest 
and strongest protector in the So- 
viet state,” he declared. 

Touching on the controversial 
subjects of the new governments 
of Poland and Austria, Zaslavsky 
denied that Russia had been act- 
ing unilaterally and seeking to 
isolate itself. 

“The Red Army, at every place 
where the military situation per- 
mits, transfers administration to 
the liberated peoples themselves,” 
he said. “This is in no way uni- 
lateral activity. It is, on the other 


hand, in full accordance with the 
decisions of the Crimean confer- 
ence on liberated countries of 
Europe.” 


U. S. ‘Newspaper Mohicans’. 

Regarding American news treat- 
ment of the Russian delegation to 
the San Francisco conference, the 
Pravda writer said: 

“We observe with mixed feelings 
of perplexity and revulsion the 
dance of the newspaper Mohicans 
around the delegation. The Ameri- 
can press of the Hearst type sys- 
tematically and evilly distorts the 
position of the Soviet delegation. Is 
this because they do not under- 
stand? Not at all. They do not 
want to acknowledge that the So- 
viet Union is a great democratic 
power which possesses sufficient 
might not only for forming secur- 
ity within its own boundaries, but 
also for guaranteeing security for 
the peoples of Europe.” 

Zaslavsky said the Sydney Mir- 
ror and the writer Eric Baum had 
said, “There is no necessity today 
to hurl the German invaders from 
Stalingrad, but the English people 
realize the necessity for repelling 
the ideological aggressors of Mos- 
cow.” 

Terming this the usual “Soviet 
slander,” the Pravda writer con- 
cluded: “The voice of Goebbels is 
silence in Berlin, but its echoes 
are still heard in Sydney.” 


NEW DATA ON B.29: 
SPEED OF 350 M.P.H., 
10-TON BOMB LOAD 


WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP)— 
The Boeing B-29 Superfortress, 
scourge of Japan, was disclosed 
today to have a top speed of more 
than 350 miles an hour, a range 
of approximately 3600 miles and 
a gross weight of 135,000 pounds 
(67%4 tons). 

This information was contained 
in a revised list. of publishable 
facts about the bomber prepared 
by the Army’s Air Technical Serv- 
ice Command at Wright Field, 
Ohio. ° 

Previous data had given the 
speed of the bomber as “more 
than 300 miles an hour.” 

Its bomb load was given as “up 
to 10 tons,” but Maj. Gen, Oliver 
P. Echols, assistant chief of staff 
of the air forces, said in a speech 
here several weeks ago that the 
bomb load wes_more than 10 tons. 

Among other new information 
was the statement that the “20- 
millimeter cannon in the tail has 
been replaced by .50 caliber ma- 
chine guns in the new production 
models.” Presumably this means 
four.machine guns in the tails 
as well as in the upper forward 
turret, giving the late models 12 
guns instead of 10. 

Other facts which have not 
been widely known previously: 
the diameter of the fuselage is 
nine feet; the wing area is less 
than one-fourth greater than that 
of a B-17 Flying Fortress, _ al- 
though the gross weight is more 
than double; the maximum wag 
or flapping of the wing tips in 
rough air is 48 inches; each bomb- 
er contains 25 tons of aluminum 
and two and a half tons of rub- 
ber; the inboard portion of the 
wing has 3-16-inch metal skin, the 
thickest used thus far,

Japs Suicidal 
Divine Wind fs 
Mostly Hot Air 


Effects ‘Negligible’ 
for Expenditure 
but Bolsters Home 
Fronts’ Morale.

GUAM, May 14 (AP). 

AMIKAZE for several 

months that word has been 

recurrent in Japanese propa- 
ganda broadcasts. In recent 
weeks, especially since Adm. 
Chester W. Nimitz brought the 
subject into the open, Tokyo's 
mouthpieces have harped on it to 
the point of hysteria. 

And since the Okinawa cam- 
paign put the Pacific war at Ja- 
pan’s very doorstep, the voices of 
Nippon have chattered of little 
else, indicating strongly that Kam- 
ikaze is to be Japan’s desperate 
last-ditch weapon. 


What is this vaunted 
ment? 

Kamikaze means literally “Di- 
vine Wind.” The term is applied 
to any number of “special attack 
corps,” members of which are sup- 
posed to be pledged to suicidal tac- 
tics if necessary in order to wreak 
damage on Americans,

First Seen at Leyte. 


During the Leyte campaign 
American seamen first began no- 
ticing the efforts of Japanese fly- 
ers to crash their planes on our 
ship¢—hence Kamikaze is popular- 
ly applied to suicide pilots. The 
Japanese obviously make “Divine 
Winds” of other expressions of the 
national genius for suicide: suicide 
swimmers, suicide boats and rafts 
and the recently developed suicide 
bomb. 

On April 25 Tokyo told of cere- 
monies supposedly inducting “the 
hundred million” people of Japan 
—men, women and children—into 
a national Kamikaze, presumably 
to seek suicide by fighting with 
knives and sticks in the streets 
when the Americans invade, 

Off Okinawa now the Kamikaze 
—air, surface, human bomb de- 
partments—have been doing their 
utmost to disperse or terrify into 
retreat the American fleet protect- 
ing the invasion. The fleet is still 
there. The invasion proceeds. 


Pilot Usually Dead. 


It is a weird, unforgettable sight 
—a Japanese plane streaking in a 
dive through thick barriers of 
death-dealing ack-ack toward a 
ship. The plane is usually out of 
control — because the pilot has 
found his suicidal goal well in ad- 
vance of his crash, which is gen- 
erally into the sea rather than on 
a ship. 

Occasionally, but rarely, the 
plane grazes a vessel, or skims it, 
or shakes it as it explodes in the 
water nearby, or actually lands 
on. deck, causing casualties and 
fire. The pilot has accomplished 
one part of his aim—self-destruc- 
tion—and destroyed one more of 
Japan’s dwindling supply . of 
planes. 

On Friday, April 13, Adm. Nim- 
itz discussed the Kamikaze for 
first time, lifting a six-month se- 
curity veil. He said the enemy 
was expending large numbers of 
planes and pilots to obtain “neg- 
ligible effects.” He admitted that 
some major units of the fleet had 
been damaged, but said no battle- 
ship, fast carrier or cruiser had 
been sunk. Some smaller vessels 
had been sunk, he said, but most 
of those attacked remained op- 
erational. Secret countermeasures 
to minimize further the suicide 
plane attacks were being taken, 
he said. 


Boats Picked Off. 


Off Okinawa, the “suicide boats” 
—somewhat larger than rowboats, 
their wooden prows loaded with 
explosives to take their crews, as 
well as intended victims, to death 
—have been picked off by watch- 
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achieved. Some say in 15 years, 


Intermingled with the rapacity 
and guile of Japanese rule was 
their ruthless calculation that the 
archipelago must be left supine if 
the Americans returned. 


political crimes, the Japanese con- 
doned and encouraged criminal 
lawlessness Laborers and cart 
driv often became rich through 
unscrupulous trading in essential 
foodstuffs, as informers and 
strong-arm men for Japanese mili- 
tary police or as caterers to the 
conquerors’ unholy desires. They 
took delight in swindling the Japa- 
nese anti each other. As currency 
inflation and shortages continued, 
Manila became a vast, seething 
battle to live by individual wits. 


Americans Bilked. 


When the Manila fighting was 
over, Filipinos who suffered most 
were content to rest and wait, 
pathetically grateful to the Amer- 
icans. Those who suffered least 
came out of the slums and the 
underworld to prey upon their lib- 
erators. 


They were dominant among 
thousands of looters. They fought 
te obtain monopolies of limited 
foodstuffs to keep prices high. 
Bootleggers were increasingly ac- 
tive. Within a month 12 Amer- 
ican soldiers were killed and a 
hundred blinded by the rawest 
sort of wood alcohol. 

Soon the sharpsters had fos- 
tered a small crime wave among 
soldiers who stole gasoline, auto- 
mobile parts, rations, cigarettes 
and similar items to pay for their 
flings in the gaunt city’s night 
life. 


Even those who attempted to 
maintain themselves with honest 
shops and cafes had been taught 
to mistrust all currency. A new 
cycle of inflation threatened the 
capital’s economic life. 

This sequel to the jubilation of 
freedom, precipitated by an ag- 
gressive minority, sickened re- 
sponsible Filipinos and the major- 
ity of Americans. But the,Amer- 
icans had come as liberators, not 
conquerors, and officers were re- 
luctant to apply the force that 
seemed necessary. 


The delicate situation at the 
outset threatened a new cleavage 
between the Filipino groups seek- 
ing true rehabilitation and those 
in whom the Japanese, by indul- 
gence or flattery, had created a 
desire for power and wealth. Fill- 
pinos accused most of the sharp- 
sters, Filipino and Chinese, of col- 
laboration with the Japanese. 
Their cases were pending in the 
slow Army procéss of screening 
such opportunists, or they had 
wriggled slyly from the net for 
lack of evidence, 


Power of Guerrillas. 


That was added fuel for Filipino 
hatred of collaborationists. A new 
class had arisen to voice the peo- 
ple’s thoughts—the guerrillas, One 
of the first results of their pres- 
sure upon the Commonwealth gov- 
ernment was announcement of A 
policy that no one who had worked 
for the Japanese could be em- 
ployed by the government or the 
Philippine army. That would oust 
thousands of civil service em- 
ployes whose experience is needed 
now. Opponents of the measure 
argued that the majority had been 
forced to work for the Japanese in 
order to sustain their families or 
to help maintain some form of 
civil functioning. 

The Japanese had obtained, both 
by force and persuasion, the serv- 
ices of virtually all top Filipino 
politicians who were caught in 
Manila, as well as administrative 
and police officials. Before the 
American attack on Luzon, the key 
men accompanied the Imperial 
High Command in its retreat to 
Baguio. As a result, President 
Osmena has only a small nucleus 
of experienced leaders to handle 
a government faced with wun- 
precedented problems. 

But the guerrillas have a newly- 
found voice in politics which al- 
ready has won them more con- 
cessions than were granted to op- 
position groups during the entire 
six-year prewar administration of 
the Iste Manuel L. Quezon and his 
Nacionalista party. This, too, is 
symptomatic of the new psychol- 
ogy, and perhaps the new danger,

Belated Patriots. 


As one result, virtually every 
able-bodied male Filipino tries to 
call himself a guerrilla. Thousands 
have attached themselves illegally 
to responsible units. There is 
danger that, as in the economic 
life of Manila, the unscrupulous 
will gain contro] over more retir- 
ing and far more deserving lead 
ers who actually did the fighting. 

At present the guerrillas have 
not consolidated into a united 
front demanding one program, 
They are broken into numerous 
bands. All, however, want rep- 
resentation in the government and 
administrative jobs for their mem- 
bers. 


The guerrillas as a whole have 
two members in the Osmena cabi- 
net. Tomas Confessor, former 
governor of Iloilo and a popular 
guerrilla leader in the southern 
islands, was named Secretary of 
the Interior and right hand man 
to the President. In March, a 
month after the Osmena cabinet 
assured authority, another guerril- 
la leader, Col. Tomas Cabili of 
the Philippine army, became Sec- 
retary of National Defense. To 
make room, his military boss, Maj. 
Gen. Basilio J. Valdes, was shift- 
ed to the portfolio of health and 
welfare. This reflected greater 
popular faith in men who had re- 
mained in the islands to fight the 
Japanese than in those who, like 
Valdes, joined the exile govern~ 
ment in Washington, 


Luzon Socialists. 


The experiences of the last three 
years have strengthened the de- 
termination of several groups for- 
merly opposed to Quezon. The 
most prominent and most trouble- 
some were the Socialists of cen- 
tral Luzon, led by wily Pedro 
Abad Santos, once a presidential 
candidate against Quezon and a 
man whose personal sincerity few 
doubted. Socialistic troubles had 
brewed for years in Pampanga 
province, the region of Luzon’s 
great sugar eStates north of Ma~ 
nila. 


The Socialists retained theig 
arms after the occupation and be- 
came guerrillas. 

Even their strongest current op- 
ponents say that at the outset 
they fought well and effectively. 
They grew, however, into a well- 
armed band of some 20,000 men 
and their political consciousness 
was strengthened. They spread 
over three provinces, where they 
regularly requisitioned 10 per cent 
of all crops. In time they were 
fighting for control of villages 
which the Japanese did not hold, 
and their antagonists in many 
pitched battle@ were other Filipino 
guerrillas who claimed recognition 
from United States forces. Skir~ 
mishing between these rivals con- 
tinued long after American troops 
had passed through Pampanga on 
the road to Manila. In the pres~ 
sure of an active military cam- 
paign, the Americans found it im- 
possible to disarm the guerrillag 
of both factions. 


The Socialists still advocate the 
same program they advanced be- 
fore the war. The sometimes re 
straining influence of the aged 
Santos, however, is gone. He died 
a week before the Americans ar- 
rived. Lieutenants who may be 
less responsible took control. They 
immediately clamored for com- 
plete and immediate independence 
from the United States, socidtiza- 
tion of farms and industries, an 
active Socialist share in the gow 
ernment and its jobs. 

The shadow of this incipien€ 
class war was behind President 
Osmena’s first*speech upon taking 
over civil administration from 
Gen. MacArthur. He devoted com 
siderable attention to a plea for 
domestic unity. 


The Filipinos as a whole have 
matured. during the war.

Marshal in Speech Predicts 
Dispute Over Trieste Will 
Be Solved. 


MOSCOW, May 26 (AP).—Mar- 
shal Josip (Tito) Broz said in a 
speech in Zagreb reported by Tass 
news agency today that differ- 
ences between the Allies and Yugo- 
slavs in northeastern Italy and 


southern Austria would be solved, | 


but added “we will stand firm and 
defend our rights.” 

Tito, defending the actions of 
Yugoslav troopn in Italy, asserted 
“we came to Istria, Trieste and 
the Isonzo not to attack these 
territories but to destroy and help 
destroy Germany—the wickedest 
foe of civilization.” 

Tito said rumors were being 
spread in certain quarters of the 
world that there were disputes 
between Yugoslavia and the Allies, 
but “there was no reason for these 
rumors.” 

Yugoslavia holds that the areas 
for which its troops fought should 
be given it at the peace confer- 
ence, he told his listeners. 

“We reached the Isonzo through 
the force of our weapons just as 
the Allies, with their force of 
arms, conquered the enemy in 
Africa and also reached the 
Isonzo.” he said. “At the Isonzo 
we met. 

“Marshal Alexander (Field Mar- 
ghal Sir Harold Alexander, Allied 
commander in chief in the Medi- 
terranean) and 1 earlier agreed 
that one part would be occupied 
by his troops, but through battles 
we arrived first... . We want our 
rights respected. We await the 
final decision of the peace con- 
ference. 

“Italy comes forward with some 
claims. We do not recognize her 
as an ally. We demand that she 
pay for every act she committed. 
We are ready to settle our ac- 
counts and after that live in 
friendship with the Italian people. 

Tito said it would be “a grea 
injustice” if the Yugoslavs were 
forced to quit the territory and 
declared that the liberation of 
Istria, Trieste and the Slovene 
maritime zone cost the Yugoslavs

saw, but not by the London Poles, 
and there are still some rectifica- 
tions to be decided upon. That 
is No. 12. 

We then have the problem of 
the three Baltic states. It is cer- 
tain that they will become Soviet 
republics, but we still recognize 
their diplomatic legations in this 
country, and therefore they fig- 
ure on our list. Estonia, Latvia 
and Lithuania are problems 13, 14 
and 15. 

But even with Lithuania becom- 
ing a part of the Soviet Union 
there is still the question whether 
Wilno will belong to Lithuania or 
to Poland. Practically, we know 
that it will be Lithuanian; juri- 
dically, it has not been decided. 
That is problem number 16. 

We know that Germany will be 
truncated in the east, Koenigsberg 
will be part of the Lithuanian So- 
viet Republic. But this again has 
not been completely determined, 
and no border line has been drawn 
separating the area of Koenigs- 
berg from the other part of East 
Prussia that is to be annexed by 
Poland. That is thorn number 17. 

We now come to the various 
claims of Poland. Danzig is no 
problem, the free state will cease 
to exist. But how far is Poland 
to be extended? Problem 18 is 
the status of Stettin, problem 19 
that of Frankfurt-on-the-Oder, 
problem 20 that of Breslau and 
the delineation of the Silesian ter- 
ritories to go to Poland. 

Scandinavian Peninsula. 

The Scandinavian peninsula 
yields three territorial thorns. 
There is, first, the status of Pet- 
samo. It will be Russian. But the 
hinterland has not yet been fixed. 
And that leads us to the Finnish- 
Norwegian border. Sha! Russia 
gain direct access to Norway? 
These are problems 21 and 22. 

Then there is the question of 
Scandinavian limits in the south, 
It seems that Denmark will be 
offered the opportunity to extend 
into Schleswig-Holstein and to an- 
nex at least Flensburg. That is 
problem 23. But that is not all to 
be decided in that area. In Teh- 
ran discussions began about the 
Kiel Canal. President Roosevelt 
proposed a free state under Rus- 
sian control: Marshal Stalin was 
all for it, but Churchill did not 
like the idea. That is problem 24. 

The British have some ambi- 
tions of their own. There is the 
strategically important little is- 
land of Heligoland, covering the 
mouth of the Elbe River. It was 
British until 1890, and it could be- 
come British again. Thorn No. 
25. And 26 might be British aims 
on Pantelleria, fortified Mediter- 
ranean isle which under Italian 
rule gave us no little trouble. 

We now approach the Western 
European territorial questions. 
No. 27 concerns some Dutch 
claims for land compensation in 
Western Germany, as the German 
armies flooded Dutch soil with 
salt water. No. 28 is a Belgian 
claim to rectify the Belgian-Ger- 
man border. No. 29 is the Saar 
district, tou be annexed by France, 
but not decided upon. No. 30 con- 


cerns other French wishes to get. 


military bases and bridgeheads in 
German territory. And a thirty- 
first would be the French claim 
to gain a slice of the Italian Ri- 
viera around Ventimiglia. 

This must be approximately the 
list of territorial questions Grew 
had in mind when discussing the 
issue of Trieste and putting it in 
the proper perspective of peace 
problems, (Copyright, 1945).

place to park your car and no 


airports all over the world, It is 
pleasantly decorated with chintz. 
The living room is crowded with 
flyers sitting around playing the 
radio and looking rather bored. 
There is a serious poker game 
going on in one corner. Colored 
Bermuda waitresses serve us an 
excellent meal which consists of 
vegetable soup, butter, celery, 
stewed chicken, cake. 

After a leisurely supper we 
climb aboard again, taxi out to 
the end of a very long runway 
and begin warming up our motors. 
Instead of taking off we taxi back 
to the Hote] de Gink and are told 
there will be a slight delay for “a 
mechanical adjustment,” or some 
such phrase. It turned out that 
our high-tension wire was out of 
whack, and I gather that a high- 
tension wire to a motor is a good 
deal like a spina] cord to a man. 
You can’t get along without it. 
Again we climb aboard, the door 
is slammed shut and we are off— 
or so we think. We are about 
to start our taxiing when there is 
a loud slamming on the door. One 
of the officers goes back, finds it 
is the radio operator. He had re- 
turned to the briefing office to 
ascertain whether there were any 
changes in orders for our plane. 
He is yanked on board and every- 
one laughs when an officer re- 
marks: “We get that way some- 
times.” 

Off for the Azores. 


. At 2020 military time, or at 8:20 
p. m. civilian time, we actually are 
off for the Azores. You figure 
this time by adding eight hours 
and 20 minutes to 12 noon. This 
avoids errors caused by confusing 
a. m. and p. m. It is a glorious 
moonlight night, with the sea 
sparkling beneath us and not a 
cloud to be seen. The passengers 
remove their shoes and unneces- 
sary clothing, tip their chairs 
backwards and settle down for the 
night. At about this time there 
occurs the only untoward incident 
of our trip. The pilot reports 
later that he plainly saw on the 
water a very bright flash of flame 
which lasted only for a few sec- 
onds. He reports it back to Ber- 
muda by radio and that is the last 
he hears of it. It sounds ominous- 
ly like a plane crash. 

Duke Shoop, of the Kansas City 
Star, has fixed up two nice beds 
on the floor behind the last pair 
of seats and in front of the pantry 
for Norman Chandler of the Los 
Angeles Times, and myself. Duke 
is an old hand at this business, 
having flown the Atlantic three 
times before. We have three 
blankets under us, two over us and 
a pillow. 

I strip down to my underwear, 
take a couple of light sleeping 
pills, which my daughter Kate 
Davis had given me, and settle 
down for a good night. The pills 
don’t work too well and with my 
head on the floor I am conscious 
of the vibration, and my sleep is 
restless, 

Sometime around one o'clock I 
find myself for an instant sepa- 
rated from’ my floor by at least 
four or five inches, It is not\long 
before the floor rejoins me and I 
rejoin the floor. That was a really 
good jolt. The air is rough as the 
devil and stays that way for more 
than two hours. That old ship, 
with all of its wingspread and 
four motors, shivered and shook 
and wiggled and tumbled as only 
a plane can do. It seems we have 
hit what the pilots call a front. 
We try to go over it but at 
12,000 feet there is ice, so we 
descend again. We run out of 
the rough air as fast as we 
struck it and thereafter for the 
entire rest of our trip across and 
back the air is as smooth as glass. 
I then get plenty of sleep. I 
awake by early daylight, sit up 
in bed and our amiable sergeant 
greets me with “Breakfast in 
bed, sir?” and hands me a glass 
of orange juice. 


Toward Rising Sun. 


Our course carries us directly 
toward the rising sun, a glorious 
red ball coming out of a clean 
blue sea and entering a clean blue 
sky. It is an imspiring moment. 

I believe that shortly groups of 
20, 30 or 40 friends will cross the 
Atlantic by air together — with 
good weather such as we have 
had it is unbelievably appealing. 
A few hours later—how many I 
shall never know for I have not 
the wits to figure the constant 
correction in time that you gain 
going east and lose going west— 
we sight the Azores at 5:10 a. m. 
Azores time. I don’t believe any 
of us ever caught up with this 
miserable business of correcting 
the time. I know all our.watches 
were wrong when we h® Paris. 
I figured, for example, when 
homeward bound, if we were to 
land in New York at 8 a. m., 
as we planned, and wanted eight 
hours’ sleep—going to bed, in 
other words, at midnight New 
York time—we would have to stay 
up all night by our watches, 
which were still on London time, 
until 6 a. m. For those who like 
brain twisters this makes a good 
indoor sport. 

We land at the Azores, 
quote from my diary: 

“We suddenly break out of a 
low mist over the steep cliffs, 
green fields and white barns of 
the Azores 5:12 a. m. Characteris- 
tics—high cliffs, stone walls, green 
fields, small sections. We are told 
that as many as twenty trans- 
Atlantic planes land here every 
day and, of course, that does not 
take into account those who fly 
the Atlantic direct and those who 
take the northern route via Ice- 
land or Greenland or Labrador or 
Newfoundland. 

“We have ample time to shave 
and for a fine American breakfast 
|of cakes and maple syrup, ham 
and coffee in one of the many 
Hotels de Gink; simple 
charmingly furnished rest houses 
for transient officers, dignitaries, 
etc. Occasional mist and rainbow 
give way to brilliant sunshine. A 
Colonel we meet says he likes this 
|place all right. ‘No hunting a

standing in line for the movies.’ 
We leave Terceira Isle, one of 
the nine Azores islands, at 11:04 
a. m. Sighted coast of France 
at 6:48 p. m. through haze. Brest 
at 6:51 p. m. Could see bridge 
with one span broken, Later could 
see a second bridge down. We 
cruised over the sea about 9000 
feet. We land at Orly Field, Paris, 
at 8:20 p. m. Drive to Ritz in 
Army ear at 70 m.p.h.; see two 
rusty German tanks by wayside. 

“Paris seems very empty of 
people on sidewalks; no taxis; no 
traffic on street; trees out in full 
leaf. Army driver says spring one 
month early. Ritz looks the same 
except that Army Transport Com- 
mand occupies one-half of it. No 
soap. Cutaway coat on manager. 
Ben Hibbs, of the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post, and I share a suite. 
Herbert Pulitzer dines with me. 
Irving Dilliard, of the Post- 
Dispatch, calls. Dinner: soup, 
beef, macaroni, salad, pastry and 
claret. Excellent. Briefing after 
dinner. We don’t like plans. 
Typhus shot. Turn in about 1 
a. m., up at 6:45 a. m.” 

Old New Engl .sd mariners’ logs 
frequently conclude with “So ends 
this day.” Correspondingly, so 
end: this account of my first east- 
ward crossing of the Atlantic by 
air, uneventful, comfortable and 
altogether delightful. 


SHIP’S COMPANY 


ERE are a few lines about our 
Hf sniv's company, all of them 
: most considerate and cour- 
teous traveling companions—all 
of them able newspaper men, a 
few of them now magazine edi- 
tors. 

I have previously referred to 
Anion Carter of the Fort Worth 
Star-Telegram, about 70, who was 
looking for a prisoner son and 
who found him. He appears to 
know everyone everywhere, from 
the King and Queen in Bucking- 
ham Palace to the delegates at 
a Chicago convention. He never 
lets you forget Forth Worth, Tex. 

Duke Shoop of the Kansas City 
Star, one of the youngest in the 
group, who was nearly killed by a 
mortar burst while representing 
the Star in France as war corre- 
spondent. He wore his correspond- 
ent’s uniform much of the time. 
He, too, has the gift of knowing 
everyone in the Army from Gen. 
“Ike” on down. 

Bill Chenery, publisher of Col- 
lier’s. A delightful man—what 
the English call a “knowledge- 
able” man. 

Ben Hibbs, editor of Saturday 
Evening Post, who changed its 
style and appearance when he 
succeeded Wesley Stout not so 
long ago. He is tall, quiet, seldom 
misses a trick and is a hard 
worker.

He suffered from it in the alti- 
tudes but never complained. 

Julius Ochs Adler, vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the 
New York Times, recently re- 
tired from the Army as a Brig- 
adier General. A natural leader, 
an industrious reporter and the 
man who frequently responded to 
toasts for our group. 

Ben McKelway, editor of the 
Washington Star. A_ splendid 
newspaper man who gets out a 
fine newspaper. 

Dr. Stanley High, long known 
for his distinguished magazine ar- 
ticles, now associate ‘editor of the 
Reader’s Digest. 

Gideon Seymour, executive edi- 
tor of the Minneapolis Star-Jour- 
nal, who, something tells me, was 
the best reporter of the bunch. 

Norman Chandler, young, able 
publisher of the West Coast’s 
leading newspaper, the Los An- 
geles Times; handsome, gay and, 
like Shoop and Hearst, a live 
wire. 

Malcolm Bingay, editor Detroit 
Free Press. He writes good copy. 
Turned out a lot of it for his boss, 
Jack Knight, and is something of 
an after-dinner orator. 

E. Z. Dimitman, executive edi- 
tor Chicago Sun. Serious-minded, 
tall, quiet, not so easy to know, 
and, like all the rest of them, 
taking his assignment seriously 
and working day and night. 

M. E. Walter, managing editor 
Houston Chronicle, a veteran and 
a prisoner of the last war, a sea- 
soned newspaper man who knows 
what it is all about. 

Walker Stone, editor Scripps- 
Howard Newspaper Alliance, who 
fills the important position of

RETURN TRIP 


E leave London, Dovington 
W Field, May 7, at 11:56 a. m. 

Because of clouds we see 
‘nothing of England or Scotland 
until the clouds open at 2 p..m. on 
the dot and we see what appears 
to be the heather of Scotland Sust 
before leaving the coast. Later 
we again see the shore line on our 
right and on our way to Iceland, 
another beautiful, blue, calm aft- 
ernoon. Some three hours later 
I thihk I see ice, but it proves

Soon we 
sight snow-clad mountains in the 
distance and shortly are flying 
over an expanse of what looks 
like brown seaweed, which proves 
to be volcanic rock.

We then take a 
hop, skip and jump of just a few 
miles to the airport at Reykjavik, 
the capital, a city of 125,000, with 
many good looking public build- 
ings and many flags flying due 
to reports of unconditional sur- 
render, which we do not believe. 
We are told there were Polar 
bears in 1918 but they are all gone 
now, 
this statement for the tempera- 
ture is 55 degrees, and it is said

We visit a newspaper office and 
the House of Parliament, the old- 
est free parliament, they claim, in 
the world. Fishing for cod and 
haddock is a most important in- 
dustry. The fish go to the Brit- 
ish Isles. German submarines 
have been busy, they tell us. We 
visit the Igloo Club and, as usual, 
are hospitably received by the of- 
ficers. It is a Quonset hut with 
turf built up around the outside 
well upon the wall to keep out 
the cold. We return to Meek 
Field, where we are told that as 
the weather is bad in Greenland 
we shall not stop there but shall 
fly 2576 miles non-stop to New 
York. Before shoving off we 
listen to the radio, which now is 
clear of static, and we hear from 
an American broadcaster about 
how the news of unconditional 
surrender has been _ released, 
though prematurely, by the Asso- 
ciated Press. 

Shortly before our departure we 
see another C-54 like ours about 
to take off for home with a load 
of American wounded, or “walking 
patients.” We wave and give 
them the V-sign and they do like- 
wise, This again reminds us that 
in flying the Atlantic we are doing 
nothing at all unusual. We take 
off at 10:50 p. m. London time 
and a full hour later, shortly be- 
fore midnight, when we reach an 
altitude of 8000 feet, the sun is 
still pouring through the portholes 
on the right side of the ship, 


Sleep on an Army Cot. 

I now am pleasantly surprised 
to be told that my sergeant friend, 
the steward and general facto- 
tum, has found an army cot 
which he insists I shall sleep on. 
He has no great difficulty per- 
suading me, though'I still wonder 
why I was thus signally honored. 

I turn in and sleep like a rock, 
my last thought being the joyous 
one that in a few hours we shall 
be back in God's country. As I 
awake I am told that at 5 a. m. 
Nova Scotia could barely be seen 
through the clouds. At 1:15 a. m. 
by my watch—it is now easy to 
believe that this is 7:15 a. m. New 
York time—we hit Cape Anne 
on the Massachusetts shore right 
on the ‘nose. This brings back 
many memories of cruises in these 
delightful waters, with the not so 
delightful fish smell} that you al- 
ways get in the little fishing har- 
bor of Gloucester and memories 
of a safe anchorage in the cozy 
nearby harbor of Beverly. 

We follow the airline route from 
Boston to New York and the 
thought comes to me that Con- 
necticut is very much more heav- 
ily wooded than are either France 
or Germany. Soon we see the 
buildings of New York City, and 
at 8:30 a. m. Maj. Strachan makes 
another perfect landing at the 
great LaGuardia Airport, which 
we had left less than 15 days be- 
fore. 

I say goodby to the crew, to Col. 
Beach and to my friends who are 
proceeding to Washington, de- 
scend the long stairway and am 
met by my wife. It has been a 
great trip—but it is great to be 
back home,

The new feature in the Murray 
bill is that it would set up a spe- 
cific formula and procedure for

The total would be an 
estimate of the number who might 
be expected to be available for 
gainful employment. 

Second, he (the President) 
would estimate the total volume 
of expenditures and investment 
which would be required at the 
expected price levels to provide 
“employment opportunity” for the 
entire labor force. The expendi- 
tures and investments would be 
classified as to private enterprise, 
consumers, state and local gov- 
ernments, and Federal Govern- 
ment, 

Third, he would estimate the ex- 
penditures and investments’ ex- 
pected to be made under exist- 
ing or prospective conditions in 
all these classifications. 

These, then, would be the basic 
figures for the President’s Nation- 
al Production and Employment 
Budget. The items, stated more 
briefly, are: (1) labor force; (2) 
money needed to be spent; (3) 
money likely to be spent. 

Next, the President would weigh 
the figures, comparing items two 
and three. If No. 3 is less than 
No. 2 it is presumed to constitute 
a deficiency in the total flow of 
money, which would result in un- 
employment, In that case it be- 
comes the President’s duty to set 
forth in his National Budget a 
program for stimulating expendi- 
tures and investments. This would 
be directed first to non-Federal 
action, particularly that which 
would encourage private enter- 
prise. However, if a deficiency 
still was indicated the President 
would be required to propose a 
Federal program of “investment 
and expenditure” sufficient to 
bring the total “up to the level 
required to assure a full employ- 
ment volume of production.” 


Would Suggest Legislation. 

The President would be author- 
ized to present, in the National 
Budget to be prepared under this 
plan, suggested legislation for 
dealing with expected situations. 
If the budget showed a probable 
deficiency in employment he not 
only would be authorized to pro- 
pose a program for meeting this 
situation but would be authorized 
to suggest new legislation with 
reference, specifically “to banking 
and currency, monopoly and com- 
petition, wages and working con- 
ditions, foreign trade and invest- 
ment, agriculture, taxation, social 
security, the development of nat-) 
ural resources, and such other 
measures as may directly affect 
the level of non-Federal invest- 
ment and expenditure.” 

If, on the other hand, contem- 
plated expenditure and investment 
was on a scale indicating demand 
for a greater labor force than that 
available, the President would be 
expecte. to propose measures to 
offset the inflationary effects of 
this condition. These measures, 
the bill specifies, shall include 
such “as may be necessary to as- 
sure that monopolistic practices 
with respect to prices, production, 
or distribution, or other monopo- 


the Senate and 15 from the House. 
The chairman and the ranking 
minority member of each of eight 
committees, four in the Senate 
and four in the House, would be 
members of the committee, In the 
Senate the committees are Appro- 
priations, Banking and Currency, 
Education and Labor, and Fi- 
nance; in the House, Appropria- 
tions, Banking and Currency, La- 
bor and Ways and Means. The 
President of the Senate and the 
Speaker of the House each would 
appoint seven additional members 
from those respective bodies, the 
committee membership to reflect 
the relative representation of the 
two major parties. This commit- 
tee would study the President’s 
National Budget and make recom- 
mendations concerning it. 

It is said for the measure that 
its benefits come from formal rec- 
Ognition of the Federal Govern- 
ment’s responsibility for mainte- 
nance of “full employment oppor- 
tunities” and that it leaves to pri- 
vate enterprise the widest possible 
latitude for doing all the things 
required for bringing about the 
state of economic stability en- 
visioned in the bill. 


It is said on the other hand that 
the bill would confer on the Presi- 
dent, or some _ administrative 
agency designated by him, very 
broad power permanently to con- 
trol and regulate industry and la- 
bor, and that if it did not do this 
it would be nothing more than a 
high-sounding statement of prin- 
ciples which are universally ac- 
cepted. 

As to possible excessive execu- 
tive power, it is pointed out that 
the bill would authorize the Presi- 
dent to vary the rate of Federal 
investment and expenditure (for 
public works or assistance to in- 
dustry in the way of loans, guar- 
anties, subsidies and such other 
stimulative provisions as were in 
effect) to whatever extent and in 
whatever manner he might deter- 
mine to be “necessary for the pur- 
pose of assisting in assuring con- 
tinuing full employment.” 


Dr. Schmidt’s Analysis. 


In a critical analysis of the bill 
for the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States, Dr. Emerson 
P. Schmidt, director of economic 
research for that organization, as- 
serted that in practice pressure 
for speedy action would cause the 
ordinary legislative processes to 
be labeled as too slow. The result 
would be, he said, that Congress 
would be expected to define only 
the “broad outlines” of a program, 
and the administrative agency, 
under the President, would be ex- 
pected to do promptly the things 
needing to be done. Dr. Schmidt 
commented: “Whether this will 
be differegt from the parliamen- 
tary declines which we have wit- 
nessed in Europe prior to com- 
plete dictatorship remains to be 
seen. But we surely would be on 
our way.” 

Under the heading, “The Poli- 
tics of Guaranteed Full Employ- 
ment,” Dr, Schmidt wrote: 


“That the Government can 
create and guarantee full employ- 
ment is almost universally ad- 
mitted. The thousands of slave 
states throughout history and the 
recent experiments in Europe con- 
firm this. Whether such guaran- 
teed employment is consistent 
with the modern conception of 
man as an individual human be- 
ing, with rights of self-determina- 
tion, freedom of mind, spirit and 
body—that is a question, Cer- 
tainly experience suggests that, so 
far, such guaranteed full employ- 
ment can be secured only through 
totalitarian methods and _  con- 
trol.” 

It is said against the measure 
that it would hold over private 
industry such a threat of Govern- 
ment interference that industry 
might never feel free to make 
long-range plans for expansion re- 
quiring substantial investment of 
private capital, and to this extent 


actually would be hurtful to em- 
ployment. 

The National Association of 
Manufacturers is in sympathy 
with the purpose, of the full em- 
ployment bill and welcomes a full 
discussion of the questions raised 
by it, a spokesman for that or- 
ganization said to this writer. The 
association is not prepared to say 
whether it thinks the goal can be 
achieved through this kind of 
legislation. 

Questions have been raised as 
to how accurately the “labor 
force” could be. estimated 12 to 
18 months in advance. Particu- 
larly, the widely discussed esti- 
mate of 60 million jobs as the post- 
war need has been challenged. If 
our labor force is 60 millions this 
means that four out of every nine 
persons are gainfully employed or 
seeking a job, including, of course, 
those, working their own farms 
and otherwise engaged in agricul- 
ture and those operating their 
own businesses. 

Is it possible that four out of 
every nine persons—men and 
women, young and old, could be 
gainfully occupied without draw- 
ing into industry or other daily 
toil some of those who ought to 
be in the home, at school or enjoy- 
ing the restful life earned by age 
and past services? This is one 
question likely to be debated at 
length when the hearings are 
held. 

The question is raised, too, as 
to whether the practices under 
this bill would encourage individ- 
uals to make their own opportuni- 
ties through private business ven- 
tures, small and large, or might 
tend to encourage the reliance 
more and more on jobs as em- 
ployes of corporations, governe 
ment, institutions and the like. " 


“Frictional” Unemployment. | 


It should be noted that the 
Union for Democratic Action esti- 
mated that with 60 million fully 
employed there still would be 
“frictional” unemployment of ap- 
proximately 1,500,000. “Frictional™ 
unemployment was defined as tak- 
ing in those “in transition frem 
one job to another or just rest- 
ing.” The 60,000,000 would includ&é 
the postwar armed forces esti- 
mated at 1,500,000 to 2,500,000. 

Explaining the purposes of the 
full employment ‘bill, Senator 
Murray, when he introduced it, 
quoted from a statement last year 
of Republican presidential candi- 
date, Gov. Thomas E. Dewey: 
“Government's first: job in the 
peacetime years ahead will be to 
see that conditions exist which 
promote widespread job opportu~- 
nities in private enterprise. ... If 
at any time there are not suffi- 
cient jobs in private employment 
to go around, the Government can 
and must create job opportunities, 
because there must be jobs for all 
in this country of ours.” 

In a recent address in support 
of the full employment bill, Rep- 
resentative Helen Gahagan Doug- 
las of California said: “If we fail 
to achieve full employment there 
will be na@ just and iasting 
peace. ... We are not going to 
have full employment in the 
Americas, or anywhere else in the 
world, we are not going to have 
lasting world peace, unless we 
here in the United ,States stop 
walking around the problem and 
get down to the business of in- 
suring full employment here at 
home—the same production and 
employment level in peace that 
we have achieved in war.” 

She invited, as Senator Murray 
did when he introduced it, sugges- 
tions for improvement of the bill. 
Senator Wagner has sent letters 
to 1200 business and civic leaders 
asking for suggestions for better- 
ing the measure and for views on 
the Government’s responsibility 
for jobs. The replies will be used 
in formulating plang for the hear 
ings which in view of the wide- 
spread interest in the subject 
promise to constitute one of our 
greatest forums on national post- 
war economy.

The intended effect of the vari- 
ous actions called for by the Presi- 
dent, through his executive agen- 
cies, to be supplemented, if 
necessary, with legislation, is to 
stabilize the national economy on 
a “full employment” level, avoid- 
ing the peaks and valleys of 
booms and depressions, 

To make sure that the bill may 
not be construed as embarking 
the Federal Government on actual 
industrial and business operations 
on a large scale in competition 
with or to the exclusion of private 
enterprise, several explanatory 
clauses are included. In enacting 
the bill as written Congress would 
declare: 

“It is the policy of the United 
States to foster free competitive 
enterprise and the investment of 
private capital in trade and com- 
merce and in the development of 
the natural resources of the 
United States.” 

Further Assurances. 

These further assurances are 
offered to industry and private 
initiative, that nothing in the bill 
shall be construed as authorizing: 

(a) The operation of plants, 
factories, or other productive 
facilities by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

(b) The use of compulsory 
measures of any type whatso- 
ever in determining the alloca- 
tion or distribution of man- 
power. 

(c) Any change in the exist- 
ing procedures on appropria- 
tions. 

(d) The carrying out of, or 
any appropriation for, any pro- 
gram set forth in the national 
budget, unless such program 
shall have been authorized by 
provisions of law other than 
this act. 

These provisions seemingly 
would restrict the measure to 
declaration of policy and the pro- 
posal of corrective legislation, 
barring it from being interpreted 
as a broad enabling law under 
which a positive program might

I can’t tell you about Athos and Sara Menaboni 
as a good reporter might, for I didn’t have lunch with them in 
order to interview them. I had a feeling, from seeing the 
paintings, that Athos and Sara must live somewhat the same 
sort of life that mama and I do—that they must enjoy the 
same things that we do, and in somewhat the same way.

They acquired the property 
not long before the war started, planned their ideal home but 
were unable to build it because the war came and stopped 
them. But they decided late one night that they were going 
- ahead somehow, so took the garage plan and headed for the 
architect’s house. He and his wife were in bed, but Athos 
and Sara sat on the edge of the bed and, together, they turned 
the garage plan into a house plan and started work on it next 
day. Now they live there, surrounded by their birds and ani- 
mals; a pair of wild turkeys, a pair of Canada geese, lots 
of mallard ducks, a Cooper’s hawk which catches their chick- 
ens, an Irish setter which doesn’t hunt. Yes, and I almost for- 
got the bees and the marmoset which conveniently bites visi- 
tors who stay too long. 


@ WELL, ANYBODY WHO KNOWS THE HISTORY of 
Possum Trot knows that we acquired it just before the war 
started, had to abandon our plans for a house and expand our 
garage, have a Cooper’s hawk which chases our chickens, four 
hives of bees, two setters. But why go on except to say that 
we haven't a marmoset. It was late when we finished lunch, 
for we had much to talk about. But Sara and Athos decided 
that their St. Louis visit would hardly be complete unless they 
saw Possum Trot—and see it they did. And I think they en- 
joyed it, just as we will enjoy seeing the home of the Mena- 
bonis when we go down to Atlanta after the war. And whether 
Athos knows it or not, someday he’s going to paint a pair of 
blue-gray gnatcatchers to decorate the walls at Possum Trot. 
And some day they’re coming to spend a week with us, 
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Young Fred called from California the other night 
to tell us that most of his outfit were shoving off for 
the South Pacific. He and a couple of other fellows 
who were scheduled for school hadn’t been called—but 
he wasn’t sure that any hour might not find him on his 
way—without an opportunity to tell us that he had 
gone. It is strange how we oldsters live, in these trying 
times, in a sort of double world.

Sentenced to Die for Murder of 
His Wife, Young Cab Driver 
Boasts of 16 Other Slayings—-Would 
as Soon Kill a Man as a Rabbit

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., May 26. 


T NEVER bothered Jim Hall to 
kill anything. Even when he 
was a youngster he could kill 
dogs and cats without a qualm. 
As he grew older he discovered 
he had the same casual attitude 
toward killing people. No re 
action whatever. “It never both- 


ered me any more to kill a man 
than to kill a rabbit,” he boasted 
to officers. “About the only dif- 
ference is, there’s a law against 
killing men.” 

It may not have bothered Hall 
very much, but it bothered a jury 
here in Little Rock quite a little. 
They couldn’t seem to appreciate 
his unusual approach to the 
matter of. murder. As a result, 
the man who has come to be 
known through Arkansas and 
much of the nation as the “Hitch- 
hiking Killer” and the “Happy 
Murderer” is now in the death 
house at the Arkansas State Pen- 
itentiary, waiting to be led to the 
electric chair, 


The arrest and conviction of the 
24-year-old professional hitch- 
hiker, cab driver and procurer, 
whom Detective Chief O. N. Mar- 
tin of Little Rock called the most 
cold-blooded and vicious killer he 
had ever encountered, cleared up 
at least six Arkansas murders 
which had baffled officers. It is 
believed that before Hall goes 
to the chair a lot more will be 
cleared up, for he has boasted of 
killing 11 other persons in Ari- 
zona and Texas. 

The handsome, cgol, and some- 
times arrogant killer described in 
detail to police the six brutal Ar- 
kansas killings—one of which was 
the murder of his wife with his 
bare hands—then went on to boast 
of having been killing people since 
he was 17 years old. 


Hall was tried for the murder 
of his wife, 19-year-old Faye 
Clemmons Hall, whém he beat to 
death last September. But when 
he confessed to her murder after 
his apprehension on March 15, he 
sat 
calmly told detectives how he had 
killed five other persons. In addi- 
tion to his wife, they were: 


J. D. Newcomb Jr., Arkansas 
State boiler inspector, whose 
charred body was found in the 
rear seat of his partially burned 
auto near Heber, Ark., on March 8. 

E. C. Adams of Humboldt, Kan., 
who was found shot and robbed 
beside the highway near Fordyce, 
Ark., on Feb. 1. 

Doyle Mulherin of Little Rock, 
who was shot and robbed near 
Stuttgart, Ark., on Feb, 8, 

An unidentified Negro woman 
who was beaten to death near Sa- 
lina, Kan., in 1938, 

C. F. Hamilton, a Negro barber, 
shot last year near Camden, Ark. 


It was the murder of Hamilton 
which really started the web spin- 


in police headquarters and 


ning around Hall. Early in March 
the State Police at Little Rock re- 
ceived a telephone call from an un- 
identified woman who said she 
had overheard a telephone con- 
versation which implicated Hall in 
the murder of the Camden Negro. 


Although little wag thought of 
it, Hall was brought in for ques- 
tioning. He wasn’t unknown to 
the police. He worked much of 
the time around Little Rock as an 
independent cab driver and police 
learned that he had a list of 50 
women whose telephone numbers 
he would supply to soldiers and 
others for a consideration. He 
later boasted to police that be- 
tween his cab and his side busi- 
ness he made from $25 to $50 a 
night. Occasionally he would leave 
Little Rock on hitch-hiking trips. 
He said that he had been hitch- 
hiking over the country since he 
was 14 years old, and knew most 
of the highways of the western 
part of the country as well as you 
know your own driveway. 


When police first questioned 
Hall they found him cool, intelli- 
gent and confident. They didn’t 
get much out of him, but they did 
find something in his wallet. 
Something he should have thrown 
away a long time ago, as he was 
later to admit himself. It was a 
parcel post receipt showing that 
he had mailed a package to Little 
Rock on Feb. 2. The package was 
traced and found to have been sent 
to a girl friend in Little Rock. She 
remembered having received the 
package and said it contained, 
among other things, two clocks 
and a shaving mug. 
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age was mailed the day after E. 

C. Adams had been murdered 
near Fordyce. They telephoned 
Mrs. Adams and asked if she knew 
what was in her husband’s suit- 
case. She said that among other 
things there were two clocks, 
which s described, They were 
the same two clocks. 


Police also recalled that during 
September and October last year 
they had received three requests 
from members of her family to 
help locate Hall's wife, but no 
trace of her had been found. Hall 
had told his wife’s family at the 
time that she had gotten mad and 
left him, and he thought she had 
gone to the east coast, 

Confronted with this and other 
evidence, including the .38 caliber 
pistol found in his room and the 
fact that bullets shot from the 
gun were found in two hitch-hike 
victims, Hall finally admitted his 
guilt.

“broke down” or 
“cracked up,” as criminals are 
traditionally supposed to do. He 
merely said, “Okay, I'll teil you 
all about it. I killed them all.” 
Then, without apparent emotion, 
he told his story, beginning with 
his early life, when he ran away

from home at the age of 14. His 
father, Sam Hall, was a poor min- 
ister living near McGintytown, 
Ark. There were 10 brothers and 
sisters and existence was ex- 
tremely meager. 


Hall hitch-hiked over the coun- 
try and while he bummed he 
learned. But with all his travel- 
ing, he would always come back 
to Arkansas. While still in his 
teens he married a girl from Con- 
way, Ark., but she divorced him 
four years ago. “We have a two- 
year-old bey. I’m crazy about 
him,” he said, 
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and discharged after six weeks 

for indifference. “I don’t know 
what that means. I married Faye 
Clemmons of Lonoke on March 22 
last year,” he continued, “She 
was 19. I was crazy about her, 
but we soon began to have trou- 
ble. I was driving a cab and 
making $25 to $50 a night. She 
was wasting the money and this 
caused arguments.” (Hall later 
confessed to police that the real 
reason he killed his wife was that 
she knew too much about his kill- 
ings.) 

“I believe it was last Septem- 
ber when I decided I had had 
enough of it. So I took her out 
to the old River Road, led her off 
to a ravine on the river bank, 
and beat her to death with my 
hands. 

“T must have hit her 20 times 
over the head, I didn’t cover her 
or make an effort to hide the 
body. I came back to town. No, 
my conscience never bothered 
me.” 

Hall said his next murder was 
near Camden. “I had gone there 
planning a robbery and met a 
Negro. I got him out of town by 
pretending I was going to sell him 
some whisky. I had my .45 re- 
volver. When I tried to rob him 
he pulled a .38 on me. So 1 shot 
him twice, He had only two bucks 
in money and the gun.” 

It was the .38 he took from the 
Negro that he used to kill Adams, 
Mulhern and Newcomb, he said. 
Adams was to be the next victim. 


“I flagged him on the Arch 
street viaduct,” Hall said, “and 
rode almost to Fordyce with him 
before I drew my revolver and 
forced him to stop. I marched 
him off the highway about 30 
yards and shot him in the back 
of the head. I took $26 from his 
pockets and a couple of watches. 
I remember taking off his shoes 
looking for more money. I took 
his suitcase to Camden but threw 
away one of the watches. The 
suitcase was filled with cigarettes, 
which I took to Camden and sold. 
Then I sent some clocks and 
other things he had to a girl 
friend in Little Rock.” 


Mulhern was the next victim: 


“A week later I hitch-hiked to 
Humnoke and got a lift from Mul- 
hern who was driving a packing 
company truck. I forced him to 
stop the truck, marched him off 
the highway, and shot him in the 
back of the head. He had three

or four purses and billfolds on 
him, but I got less than a hun- 
dred bucks. I threw the bDillfolds 
in a ditch and then drove the 
truck to Stuttgart and abandoned 
it. I hitch-hiked back to Little 
Rock with two different men. 


“When I killed Newcomb I 
rode a bus to Levy (a suburb of 
Little Rock), caught a ride to 
Marche, where I stopped New- 
comb and asked him for a ride. 
About a mile south of Conway I 
drew my revolver and forced him 
to stop the car. He stopped and 
then jumped out. I grabbed him 
by the coat tail. We fought, but 
I forced him into the back seat. 
He still showed fight, so I shot 
him. He must have been looking 
at me, because the bullet hit him 
in the face. He crumpled down on 
the floor and was quiet. 


“T had decided to throw his 
body into a stream, but couldn't 


find one big enough to suit me. 


So I kept going until a tire blew 
out. Then I drove through a wire 
fence and into the woods, where I 
robbed him of about $70 and a 
watch. Then I struck a match 
and lighted some papers in the 
car and left.” 
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ROM where Hall shot New- 
b comb to where the charred body 

was found in the car was 187 
miles. He said he walked to the 
highway and rode a bus back to 
Little Rock. 

Asked if he had committed any 
other murders, Hall said no, Then 
after thinking a moment he start- 
ed laughing. “Yeah,” he said, “I 
killed a colored woman in Salina, 
Kan., when I was 17 years old. I 
was on my way home from a date 
one night and she stopped me and 
asked for change for a dollar. 
Then she pulled a knife and tried 
to rob me. So I just beat her to 
death.” 

After his series of confessions, 
Hall volunteered to lead a group 
of officers to the spot where he 
beat his wife to death. It turned 
out to be a very macabre little 
expedition. At first they were un- 
able to find any signs of the body, 
even though Hall was quite sure 
of the spot. 

After nearly an hour of probing 
in the underbrush, the party was 
accosted by a woodcutter named 
Ceci] Foster who had seen them 
searching and came to find out 
what was going on. They told 
him. “Well, I may have some- 
thing that'll interest you,” he 
drawled. “I found a skull down 
here in-.these woods about three 
months ago and took it home. It’s 
there now. Another time I saw 
something that looked like a jaw- 
bone. It was by a big cottonwood 
log.” 

Foster went to his place near- 
by and returned with the skull, 
then led the party to the spot 
where he had found it. The jaw- 
bone was still there. “That's her 
“T can tell 
by that crooked tooth—it used to 
hurt me when she kissed me.” 


Piece by piece the rest of the 
skeleton was found scattered with-

in a radius of a few yards. The 
search was accompanied by a se- 
ries of flippant comments by Hall 
himself. He even engaged in the 
search. Returning with one of his 
dead wife’s ribs, he handed it to 
a detective and with a wry smile 
said, “Maybe you could use this.” 


The only time Hall ever lost 
his arrogant manner was when 
his father, the poor preacher from 
the Arkansas hills, came to see 
him. No words were spoken, He 
put his arms around Hall, and 
Hall sobbed brokenly. 


2 2-2 
A WEEK after he had been in jail, 


he confessed to 11 more mur- 

ders. Ten of them, he said, were 
Mexicans he killed in Arizona and 
the other was an American he 
killed in Texas. 


His first real urge to kill, he 
said, came when he was working 
on a ranch in Arizona in 1938. 
There were many Mexicans em- 
ployed there. 

“In one month,” he said, “I 
killed 10 Mexicans, I killed them 
to rob them. It really was easy. 
I would walk one of them out into 
the desert—I always had ‘the dif- 
ference,’ a club or pistol —and 
after I had marched him to a 
remote spot I'd kill him. Some I 
beat to death, others I shot. I 
never got more than $50 from 
any of them. Some of the bodies 
were discoyered, others were 
never found. I was never suspect- 
ed—no one seemed very inter- 
ested. 


“No, I never felt bad about any 
of my killings. I could always 
sleep well.” 


Hall could recall none of their 
names, which wasn’t surprising. 
He couldn’t recall the names of 
the men he had killed this year. 


Officers expressed surprise that 
his wife, since she knew what she 
did about him, would accompany 
him into a lonely woods in the 
middle of the night. Hall ex- 
plained that it wasn’t surprising 
to him. 

“I always seemed to have the 
knack of gaining the confidence 
of anyone,” he said. “Anything I 
Suggested never seemed to bring 
any argument. I don’t know what 
it is or how to explain it exactly, 
but this knack always helped me 
get rides from motorists who 
would pass up the other hitch- 
hikers.” 

Hall was examined at length by 
four psychiatrists, but mone could 
find any deviation from normal 
beyond the fact that he had a 
“psycopathic personality.” One 
said, “there are several elements 
in the case suggestive of mental 
impairment,” but only one doctor, 
a defense witness, would go s0 
far as to say that he might not 
know right from wrong. The 
other doctors were agreed that he 
was legally responsible for his 
acts. 
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decided. When he made his 

original confession he made the 
single statement: “A long time 
ago something seemed to snap up 
here.” But while awaiting trial 
he told a reporter, “I don’t want 
people to think I’m crazy. The 
public would reach the conclusion 
I’m afraid to die. If I feigned in- 
sanity now, the reaction would be 
that I was looking for a way out. 
When I am before the judge I'll 
tell him myself that I’m not in- 
sane.” 

When he was sentenced to die 
in the electric chair he didn't 
flick an eyelash. To a reporter he 
said, “They gave me the chair, 
but I can take it. I’ve always fig- 
ured when the Lord called a man, 
it’s time to go. If they didn’t put 
me in the chair I might get run 
over by an automobile.” 

While in jail he asked for his 
Bible. “I want to prepare myself 
for my salvation,” he said, adding 
that he had always made it a 
habit to read the Bible regularly. 

Officers at the jail observed, 
however, that the book showed 
little evidence of ever having been 
opened. A reporter who checked 
with other prisoners about Hall’s 
love for his Bible were informed 
that he spent his time playing 
poker.

War's Aftermath 


Europe a Confused, 
Seething Continent

SOMEWHERE IN EUROPE, May 26. 
N an area which is a smal! dot on the map of Europe, there 
Jew be seen (if the public relations officer permits, which is 
unlikely) a collection of the famous and the infamous which 
not even Madame Tussaud’s notorious waxworks could equal. 
The assortment ranges from 
Fritz Thyssen, whose many 
millions financed the early 
Nazi party, to Ezra Pound, 
the American poet, who fan- 
tastically enough turned to 
treason and Fascism, 
Amongst the company are 
Kurt Schuschnigg, former 
Austrian Chancellor, and his 
distinguished-looking young 
wife and their 4-year-old 
daughter, born in the maca- 
bre surroundings of the 
Buchenwa]d prison camp. 
There is the Prince of Hesse, 
German Nazi; the courage- 
ous Pastor Niemoeller, the 
suave and wily Schacht. 
It’s hard to separate the 
sheép from the lambs, The 
corraled black sheep pro- 
test loudly that they never, 
no never, (what, never?) 
well, hardly ever were in sympathy with the Nazi goings on. 
It was like this, see? They were just walking down the street 
one day and along came this fellow. The more realistic people 
of this strange European world wonder why the Thyssens, the 
Goerings, the Hessian princes and the Ezra Pounds aren’t 
more summarily dealt with, thus saving time and taxes, 
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@ ALL EUROPE IS A SEETHING continent of confusion. 
The war is officially over. Its aftermath is chaos. As every- 
one now knows, there isn’t a single Nazi or Fascist in Europe. 
Even Hitler when they dig him from beneath those bricks and 
stones, or if they catch him in whatever hideaway he inhabits, 
doubtless will protest utter innocence or, at least swear that 
he did it for the wife and kids. Certain cities or regions have 
a semblance of order but underneath there is unrest and con- 
fusion. It appears that the Europe of past visits is gone for- 
ever. This isn’t a matter of smashed buildings—it is some- 
thing deeper, more pervasive. A bewildered war-torn France 
is trying to catch up the threads of its existence; England, 
justly proud of her magnificent performance, is blustering on, 
wondering about the plans of her powerful neighbor to the 
east, and her big cousin to the west, Germany, shaking the 
plaster and rubble out of her hair, is burrowing her way above 
ground. Even the most casual eye can see that unless a strong 
and able hand holds the reins, these people are resolved again 
on an idea, and this idea is the same one with which they 
emerged in 1918—war, another war. And this next time, the 
start is made with the United States. We Americans are plan- 
ning now to educate them out of this idea. Myself, I’d rather 
attempt to teach cooking to the hyena up In the Bronx Zoo. 
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Of all the unrest, that of Italy seems to me to be 
the deepest and most explosive. It is a seething pot. 
In talking with Italians, with Italian-Americans and 
with Americans who have lived for years in Italy, one 
hears briefly this: The Italians have lived under Mus- 
solini’s Fascism, under German rule, under the British 
and under the Americans. Now they say, “Let's try 
Communism. Stalin is the boy.” 
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@ AS THERE IS LITTLE MONEY IN ITALY, except among 
a few high Fascists, most of whom now are explaining things 
to a higher tribunal than this earth can assemble, it is some- 
what puzzling to know what they have to be communal! about. 
A pool of tomatoes, olive oil, wine and leather goods cannot 
produce a much higher standard of living. For years the big- 
gest Italian industry has been the tourist trade. Unless condi- 
tions change enormously, I should think this source of revenue 
has vanished for years to come. The whole complexion of the 
country and its people has changed. The charm, the color, the 
warm (though slightly specious) smile have vanished. Gone 
are the street singers, the flower stalls, the ease. Vanished 
are the ample waistline and the swimming eye. These were 
born of good spaghetti and red wine, both commodities now 
difficult to come by. 
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@ THROUGHOUT THE CITIES OF ITALY and in Rome 
particularly, bands of rovjng men and boys have set up a ter- 
ror reign of their own. It is absolutely unsafe for any woman 
to walk on the streets of any European town after nightfall. 
Any American G. I. or officer who is seen on the streets with 
an Italian girl, however innocently, is likely to be badly beaten 
or even shot. These bands have taken to shaving the heads 
of Italian girls who so much as walk with an American sol- 
dier. On the door of the home of an Italian girl of a very 
good family, engaged to marry an American officer, there was 
found tacked a sign which read among other things, “For the 
use of American officers only.” Italy walks. It has nothing 
in which to ride except an occasional street car in Rome, Pub- 
lic trucks serve as conveyances, loaded to the hubs. Every now 
and then you see a priest or a nun, in the robes of their 
order, standing on the corner or the roadway, hand out- 
stretched, thumbing a ride from an American jeep or a truck.

HOLLYWOOD, May 26. 

T took a long time—62 years 
| fact—but Sydney Green- 

street and Hollywood finally 
got together. And now they 
like each other fine. 

Sydney, who weighs in at 
280 pounds of actor, vowed he'd 
never work in pictures. He 
had nothing especially against 
them, but after more than 40 
years on the stage, with the 
very best people the stage has 
to offer, you kind of get used 
to it. 

Four years ago, in June 1941, 
Warner Bros. caught him with 
his option down. They caught 
him when he was thinking of 
something else, and in nothing 
flat they shoved him before the 
cameras as the fattest, meanest 
villain in the world for “The 
Maltese Falcon,” starring 
Humphrey Bogart.

Sydney got a leave of ab- 
sence from the Lunt-Fontanne 
production of “There Shall Be 
No Night” to make “The Mal- 
tese Falcon,” and with its com- 
pletion, rushed back to join the 
company in the East, thinking 
his movie days were over.

goose. No one knew his name, 
but they all raved about “the 
fat man.”

Warners sent their sweetest- 
talking emissary bearing bags 
of gold to Sydney to ask him 
if he wouldn’t make at least 
one more picture for them, 
And Sydney, who had become 
sort of intrigued with those 
new fangled movie camera 
things, said why sure,

So the studio found an espe- 
cially strong horse, built a 
husky ladder by which he could 
mount it, and in no time he 
was Gen. Winfield Scott, sword 
and all, in “They Died With 
Their Bootg On,” a hard-riding 
Errol Flynn starrer. Sydney 
more or less walked off with 
this one, too, and by this time 
he was actually getting to like 
Hollywood. 

Warners must have noticed 
the gleam in his eye, because 
quick-like they turned on soft 
music, banked the fire and 
ever so cautiously edged a 
shiny long-term contract under 
his nose. Sydney signed, After 
nearly half a century of act- 
ing with stage immortals, 
Greenstreet became a movie 
star.

WASHINGTON, May 26. 


HESE are the judgments of a 
man who knew  £4President 
Roosevelt as few men did — 
his valet and barber for 12 years: 

“He complained ag little as any 
man I ever saw. When he was 
sick he didn’t say a murmuring 
word. 

“He wasn’t a mam to be in a 
very serious mood over a thing 
that’s gone under the bridge. 

“IT know that the triumph of 
his whole life was that he could 
throw off anything.” 

The valet’s name is McDuffie. 
He is a Negro from Georgia, 63 
years old, dignified, with gray 
hair and gray mustache. 

Irvin McDuffie estimates that 
he traveled 175,000 miles with 
President Roosevelt. He helped 
Mr. Roosevelt to bed at night and 
waked him in the mornings. He 
always trimmed the President’s 
hair, but shaved h only three 
times in 12 years, because Mr. 
Roosevelt “took pleasure in shav- 
ing himself.” 
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McDuffie used to operate a 16- 
chair barber shop in Atlanta. He 
left it in 1927 to join Mr. Roose- 
velt at Warm Springs. He stayed 
with Mr. Roosevelt until his 
health forced him to leave the 
White House in 1939 and take a 
quiet job as messenger in the 
Treasury Department. He is still 
there. 

McDuffie’s memory goes back 
through spectacular years. He 
told of one time when the Presi- 
dent was “furious” and another 
when he was merely “vexed.” But 
those were rare cases. 

“I never saw a man fn all my 
63 years who possessed a more 
amiable, sweeter disposition,” he 
said. 

McDuffie said that when Zan- 
gara tried to assassinate Mr. 
Roosevelt at Miami “he didn’t 
take that seriously. He laughed. 
ate believed what was to be would 

e.” 
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Mr. Roosevelt wore a red tie 
that day, The next morning Mc- 
Duffie brought out the tie rack as 
usual and the President reached 
for the same red tie. McDuffie 
tells it this way: ~ 

“I said ‘this morning we won't

put the red tie on,’ and the Presi- 
dent laughed and laughed. I hand- 
ed him a blue tie instead. That 
was the only time I ever selected 
his tie.” 

Another memorable occasion 
when Mr. Roosevelt laughed was 
at Warm Springs one night in Au- 
gust, 1928. This was when he was 
a private citizen—not yet Gover- 
nor of New York. 


McDuffie tells it: 


“About 10 o’clock a groundkeep- 
er came in and said, ‘Mr. Roose- 
velt, Pine Mountain is on fire.’ 
Mr. Roosevelt said, ‘McDuffie, 
bring the car around. We've got 
to go to Pine Mountain.’ Off we 
went to Pine Mountain.” 
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They went in the model T Ford 
Mr. Roosevelt drove at Warm 
Springs in those days. 

“The fire was on one side of a 
little road. It hadn’t yet crossed 
the road. Mr. Roosevelt said, ‘Mc- 
Duffie, get out and cut that little 
sprig down and beat it 10 feet in 
and 10 feet forward so it won't 
cross over.’ Instead I got out and 
beat the whole fire out a quarter 
of a mile down through the woods. 
[I lost my way coming back and 
had to holler for him to turn the 
headlights toward me. 

“When I got back to the car Mr. 


Roosevelt said, ‘Great work, Mc- 
Duffie. Great work,’ 

“We drove back around the 
mountain and met the ground- 
keeper coming with a truck, six 
barrels of water and 10 men. Myr. 
Roosevelt laughed him: to scorn. 
He told him ‘McDuffie and I have 
put that fire out. You can go on 
back home and go to bed,’” 
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President Roosevelt's ability to 
laugh stayed with him until the 
end, McDuffie says his wife, Eliza- 
beth, who was a room maid for 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt 
throughout their entire stay in the 
White House, relates the following 
story: 

The day before the President 
died at Warm Springs, Elizabeth 
told Mr. Roosevelt that a Filipino 
had asked her if she believed in 
reincarnation. She had _ replied 
that she didn’t know whether she 
believed in it, but that if she 
had to come back she would like 
to come back as a canary bird. 


The President, on hearing this, 
looked at the maid (she weighs 
190 pounds) and began to laugh, 
exclaiming “I love it, I love it, 
I love it.” 


McDuffie said that was one of 
the President’s favorite expres- 


sions when amused: “TI love it, I 
love it.” 

He said fishing was the Presi- 
dent's “greatest fun,” and his fav- 
orite pastime at night was play- 
ing solitaire or working on his 
stamps. 

“He played some kind of soli- 
taire where he used two decks, 
He would often play for two or 


‘three hours. If he didn’t win he 


would sit until he did. He was 
determined to win.” 
x * 


McDuffie said the most aroused 
he ever saw Mr. Roosevelt was 
when he was Governor of New 
York and a newspaper article 
said his hat was in the ring for 
president. 

“He was mad! And batting his 
eyes real fast. He was furious.” 

The time the President was 
“vexed” it was at McDuffie for 
keeping the United States Navy 
waiting. It was in 1936 and they 
were en route to Buenos Aires on 
the cruiser Indianapolis. They 
stopped at Rio de Janeiro and 
McDuffie overstayed his time. 

He missed the Indianapolis, but 
the destroyer Clayton was still 
standing by and picked him up. 
When he was transferred later to 
the cruiser, President Roosevelt 
said: “McDuffie! What on earth 
and why on earth did you over- 
stay yourself?” 

McDuffie said the highest praise 
he ever got from his employer 
was during his first campaign for 
Governor of New York in 1928. 
Mr. Roosevelt caught cold in 
Binghamton. 

“IT treated him with simple reme- 
dies—a hot bath, alcohol rubdown, 
hot lemon stew and off to bed. 
His cold subsided. When we ar- 
rived at Hyde Park, his mother 
asked him, ‘How was McDuffie?’ 
And he said, ‘I don’t know what 
I would have done without him.’” 

x * 

On April 12, McDuffie went into 
a grocery store. 

“T heard« two men talking,” he 
said. “One of them said, ‘Did you 
hear the sad news?’ The other 
man said ‘Why, no.’ 

“He said ‘The President's dead.’ 
I turned to him and I said ‘What 
President?’ And he said ‘Presi- 
dent Roosevelt.’ 

“T said to him, ‘Aw, man, where 
you get your information?’ He 
said all the commentators were 
talking about it. Newspapers had 
an extra. I was speechless. I 
went home. I stayed awake all 
night. It was the greatest shock 
I ever had.”

He defended 343 of them and won 
303 acquittals. The one client who 
was given the death penalty was 
saved by presidential clemency. 
Pruiett was rated as the greatest 
criminal lawyer in the Southwest. 

Now, an old man, broken and 
half blind, his fortune lost, living 
in one room On a pension, he has 
told his story in a book, “Moman 
Pruiett, Criminal Lawyer,” (Har- 
low Publishing Corporation, Okla- 
homa City, Ok.). 

Folks say, with a certain toler- 
ance, that Moman Pruiett may 
have cleared a guilty man oQcca- 
sionally, but no innocent client-of 
his was ever convicted. If he 
cleared quite a number of guilty 
persons, he had good authority, 
for he rested on the saying of 
Blackstone: “It is better that 10 
guilty persons escape than that 
one innocent suffer.” 

It was the boy’s brooding in the 
Texas prison that set the pattern 
for the. man’s career. He kept 
asking: “If an innocent man can 
be convicted, then why can’t a 
guilty man be acquitted?” No- 
body could answer that one. There 
at the prison they thought he was 
a little off. 

The boy stayed in prison two 
years, The only reason he didn’t 
stay longer was that Gov. Cul- 
berson had to give in to the plead- 
ing of Moman’s mother. Mrs. 
Pruiett had always hoped that her 
son would be a lawyer. When he 
was free he started out to be one. 
What he had to start with, besides 
his two years in prison, was a few 
months’ schooling, considerable ex- 
perience at shining the shoes of 
the swells and holding their horses 
in front of the Van Winkle Hotel 
in Fayetteville, Ark., and sleeping 
in a livery barn. He got a chance 
to read law books in the offices 
of Brewer & Hale at Hackett City, 
Ark., in return for which he kept 
the fire going in the pot-bellied 
stove, emptied the spit boxes and 
occasionally swept out. Later he 
read law on the same terms with 
Col, Jake Hodges and Stilwell Rus- 
sell at Paris, Tex. 

What he got out of the books 
wasn't half what he got out of go- 
ing to the courthouse and studying 
backwoods psychology as it was 
to be found in the jury box. He 


saw jurors, swayed by clever 
prosecutors, convict men he felt 
were innocent. And he saw 
smooth defense lawyers win free- 
dom for men who were obviously 
guilty. 

As to what kind of a lawyer 
you had to be to get clients clear, 
his ideas were definite, if a little 
on the unethical side. 

“You got to be an actor,” he 
said early in his career, “an’ you 
got to be a hypocrite, an’ you got 
to be a faker to be a good lawyer. 
An’ if you’re not goin’ to be a good 
one, then you have no business 
bein’ one at all, ’cause then you 
double your clients and take pay 
for somethin’ you can’t deliver, 
an’ in the long run you're a party 
to spreadin’ misery, an’ sufferin’ 


“ an’ distress.” 
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OW Moman got to be a lawyer 
Hi: a story for any man’s book. 

Judge David E. Bryant was 
holding court at Paris, Tex. He 
heard about the young man who 
was aimin’ to be a lawyer. Hodges 
and Russell told him the kid got 
a dirty deal when he was sent to 
prison and that he had the mak- 
in’s of a big lawyer.

Turning to the 
clerk, he said: “Swear Moman 
Pruiett in and place his name on 
the rolls as a lawyer and as an 
officer of my court, See that it 
shows that it’s done on the court’s 
own motion.” 

That made Moman Pruiett a 
lawyer and launched him upon an 
amazing career, armed with a 
smoldering hatred for the system 
that had wronged him, a fiery 
eloquence and a_ psychological 
flair for the dramatic which was 
to bend the minds of simple 
jurors to his will and snatch from 
death more than 300 clients. 

The Southwest was wild in those 
days. Killings were common. The 
guilt of the killers was usually 


_undeniable and obvious. Pruiett, 


though, by the sheer force of his 
appeals to the emotions of jurors, 
got verdicts of acquittal. Maybe 
some of them were guilty. He 
wouldn’t know because he never 
inquired. The only thing he cared 
to know, in those early days, was 
that men were being put to death 
daily at the Federal hanging pen 
for crimes they might not have 
committed. It was better that 10 


‘guilty persons escape than that 


one innocent suffer. During the 
36 years that Pruiett practiced, 
the system changed, but Pruiett 
didn’t. Frontier courts took on 
the refinements of a more settled 
civilization, but they still set more 
store by convictions than by the 
claims of justice and Pruiett con- 
tinued, through all the changes, to 
stand between accused persons 
and the gallows. }

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HE secret of his success was 
3 the way he had with jurors. He 

would take more time to quali- 
fy a jury than the average lawyer 
took to try an entire case. He 
took enough time with the indi- 
vidual juror to place him, at least 
partially, under the spell of the 
personality which seemed to make 
people feel that they wanted to 
do something for him. All that 
he wanted them to do was to 
acquit his clients. A jury was to 
Pruiett a musical instrument with 
12 keys. He could play it and 
strike a responsive chord and 
evoke a swelling chorus of “not 
guilty.” It was music to Pruiett’s 
ears but it was discord to prose-

T was a prophecy that he lived

London Again Blitzed, 
This Time by Wilder

LONDON, May 26 (AP). 


HORNTON WILDER'S comic strip parable of mankind’s uphill 
climb, “The Skin of Our Teeth,” has stirred London, but it might 
as well be acknowledged right off that most playgoers don’t like it. 


In the Critics’ Circle, which long has lamented the lack of new 
ideas in the theater, cleavage is spacious enough to leave the reader 


with the impression that Wilder, 


creatively, is a fusion of Shaw, 


Ibsen, O’Neill, Walt Disney, the Marx Brothers and Olson and Johnson. 


The reviewers wanted a little 


pathfinding on the stage all right, 


but many were not prepared for anything so violent as “The Skin of 


Our Teeth.” The juxtaposition of 
sublime and absurd was too much 
of a jolt. 

The “Skin of Our Teeth,” it 
might be said here, had a similar 
reception in the United States. It 
opened at the Plymouth Theater 
in New York Nov. 18, 1942, and so 
violent were the name-callings and 
exceptions taken among the critics 
that one even shouted in print at 
his fellow reviewers for failing to 
name it the winner of the New 
York Critics’ Circle Award for the

in the defense of Okinawa. Last 
week, eighth of the invasion, the 
island had become scene of the 
grimmest, bloodiest, most quar- 
terless fighting of the Pacific war. 
Yard by yard, cave by cave, 
pillbox by pillbox, United States 
ground troops burned or blasted 
out the Japs with flame throwers, 
blazing oil, grenades, high ex- 
plosives, as they assaulted the 
“Siegfried line” of fortified ridges 
and peaks across the southern 
end of the island. From high 
points enemy artillery poured in- 
tense fire on Americans below. 
Usually, the Japs yielded only 
in death. Americans were forced 
to pick off one by one the Jap 
soldiers emerging still frenziedly 
fighting, from _ underground 
strongpoints.

The modern, five-story build- 
ing at Ninth street and Avenue B was donated by the late 
Henry G. Barbey in 1929. William Henry Matthews, for- 
mer United States Steel Company executive who has de- 
voted much of his life and fortune to welfare of the aged, 
founded the society.
